veys has recently been published.

great oceans, 


The Atlantic, we are told, if drained, 
would be a vast plain with a mountain 
range in the middie running parallel with 
our coast. Another range crosses it from 
Newfonndland to Jreland, on the top of 

which lies the submarine cable. The 
ocean is thus divided into three great 


basins, nv Jonger ‘‘unfathomed depths.” 
The tops of these sea mountains are two

The original Boston, as founded by Gov- 
ernor John Winthrop in 1630, was estab- 
lished on a rocky three-hilled peninsula, in 
whose thickets wolves and bears were yet 
barbored, and which was known variously as 
Shawmut and Tri-mountain. The settle- 
ment itself wasa sort of afterthought, be- 
ing taken as a substitute for Charlestown, 
where @ temporary abode bad been found- 
ed by Winthrop’s party., There bad been 
much iliness there, and6o Mr. Blackstone, 
of Blaxtone, who had for seven years been 
settled on the peninsula, urged the trans- 
fer of the litue colony. ‘The whole tongue 
of land then comprised but 783 acres—an 
area a little less than that originally alotted 
to tbe New York Central Park. Boston 
now includes 23,661 acres—about thirty 
times the original extent of the peninsula, 

It has a population of about 500,000—the 
census of 1890 showing 448,477 inhabitants. 
By that census it is the sixth in population 
among American cities, being preceded by 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Brook- 
lyn and St In 1880 it ranked fifth, 
St. Louis having since outstripped it. In 
1870 it was ouly both St. Louis 
and Baltimore then preceding it. As with 
most American cities, this growth has 
been partly due to the annexing of suburbs; 
but during the last ten years, with a

seventh, 


growth of 86,642, there has been no such 
annexation, showing the increase to be 
genuine and iutrinsic, 

But the transformation in other ways has 
been more astonishing than the growth. 
Of the original three hills, only one is now 
noticeable by the stranger. I myself can 
remember Boston, in my college days, as a 
pear shaped peninsula, two miles by one, 
hung to the mainland by a neck a mile 
long and only a few yards wide, sometimes 
actually covered by the meeting of the tide 
waters from both sides.

‘The Pen.

Tie “iron pen’’ is mentioned in the Bi- 
ble by Job; the Biblical pen is supposed to 
have been a chisel of bronze used for cut- 
ting hieroglyphies on stone or other hard 
substances. Who invented the first flexi- 
ble iron pens, fashioned after the style 
with which we are so familiar, is not cer- 
tainly known. Prior to the advent of steel 
or iron pens, quills or reeds were used for 
writing on skins or parchments for centu- 
ries, 

The English word pen is from the Latin 
penna, a feather, because quills were used 
for pens. 

The first instance of an iron pen being 
used op paper or parchment is recorded as 
having occurred in 1685. This first at- 
tempt was a rude imitation of a quill, and 
its use very limited. Crude and imperfect 
as this embryo pen was, others fashioned 
afver the same model, a clumsy iron quill, 
were the best anyone could afford up to 
about the beginning of the present century. 
In 1803 Wise made the steel barrel pen, 
which, besides being very clumsy, was also 
expensive—consequently it was never used 
to any greatextent. In 1820" Joseph Gil- 
lot, an ingenious English manufacturer, 
who had, upto the date given, been en- 
gaged in the manufacture of a barre! pen, 
made a lucky hit, whereby he could manu- 
facture the steel pen in almost exactly the 
same style in which it is used today. 
These he made in Birmingham, England, 
and sold at what seems to us of the pre- 
sent day an enormous figure, $36 per gross. 
Improvement and competition soon re- 
duced the price. In 1830, ten years later, 
| they sold for $2 a gross, and in 1860 for 
twelve cents. At the present time a steel 
pen, better than the Gillot of 1820, can be 
bought for less than five cents a gross, 
—St. Louis Republic.

To Get Out a Sticking Stopper. 


Sometimes it is very difficult toremove a 
glass stopper from a bottle. A cloth wet 
in hot water is sometimes sufficient; but 
if this fails, remember that the principle is 
to expand the neck of the bottle by heat 
and not the stopper. With hot water, the 
latter is often heated equally with the neck, 
and thus the desired effect is not produced. 
By holding the neck of the bottle about 
half an inch above the flame of a lamp or 
candle, however, in a few seconds the 
most obstinate cork will generally come 
out. Care must be taken to turn the bottle 
rapidly, and not allow the flame to touch 
the glass, as it might crack it. When the 
glass is thoroughly heated a steady pull 
and twist will almost always bring out thie 
stopper.—New York Tritune.

Quincy’s New History.

SCHOOLS IN THE “ GOOD OLD DAys.” 


In greatest interest to the greatest num- 
ber perhaps the two educational chapters 
eleventh and twenty are pre-eminent. At 
the outset we are met by astatement which 
makes us pause and reflect. Of the in- 
fluence of the school, he says ‘‘It stands 


next below the church in the earlier period, 
and above in the more recent.” 

If the church, like the Quincy schools, 
could have in these days its ‘‘New De 
parture’’ could know and seize its oppor- 
tunity and fit itself to modern needs, every 
other intluence would still stand ‘below 
the church”? as in the earlier period. 
This clause struck us instantly as a just 
though probably unintended arraignment 


of Church, 

In educational spirit, old Braintree seems 
to have been fully abreast of the other 
towns about Boston, establishing free 
schools even before the population of the 
town required them by law. We take pride, 
too, in reading that *‘ In those early days, 
also, in proportion to its means, Braintree 
town was more than a liberal, it was 
nificent benefactor of the college; 
when, in 1669, the condition of the semi 
nary was criticaland apparently hopeless, 
when buildings pronounced 
‘ruinous and almost irreparable,’ and it 
was declared that without a new building its 
situation was desperate:—in this 
emergency Braintree was one of the towns 
which responded most liberally to the loud 
groans of the sinking College. 

Yet nearly a hundred years 
young John Adams records: ‘Playing 
cards the whole evening. This is the 
and salutary amusement the young gentle 
men take every evening inthistown, . +

I know not how any young fellow 
can study in this town.”’ Itis more than 
another hundred years later now, and 
ask ourselves wonderingly if he would be 
any better satisfied today with the inspira 
tions the young fellows have to study “in 
this town.”’

“The earliest village school-house in 
Braintree stood at the side of the 
Plymouth highway, and not far 


from the meeting-house.’’ The first school 
master, Benjamin Thompson, was also 
town clerk and town physician. ‘In the 
epitaph inscribed on his tombstone he is 
also referred toas *Ye Renouned Poet of 
N. Engl.’ The salary of the school-mas 
ter was paid mostly in kind “ receiving 
for his services ‘the rent of the town land,’ 
estimated at {15a year.’ Such votes as 
the following were also common; that the 
master be ‘‘ Impowered to demand a load 
of wood of each boy that comes to school 
this winter.”’ 

We are given a look inside 
little school-house— 


the ancient 
twenty feet by sixteen. 
* They (the schools) were wholly primitive 
anil the New Eugland Primer with Rov. 
John Cotton's Spiritual Milk for American 
Babes affords for modern eyes a sufficient 
glimpse of them. In the pages of that odd 
little volume may still be studied 
the intellectual nutriment deemed 
most appropriate for New England infants 
who were acquiring a knowledge of the 
alphabet. They were cheered and inspired 
by being taught verses like these.

‘ There is a dreadful fiery hell, 
Where wicked ones must always dwell.

No print or blackboard or map or motto 
adorned the grimy blackened walls of 
those primitive colonial school-houses. 

The period was not one of either re 
finement or sentiment, and both at home 
and in the school the rod—the ‘ raw hide’ 
was freely used; nor did either sex or 
afford immunity, from corporal punis! 
ment whith would now excite indignatie 
if inflicted om dogs In point of 
fact the children were neither tavcht mucb 
nor were they taught well, for -hrough life, 
the mass of them, while th-y could do little 
more in the way of writing than rudely 
scrawl their names, could never read with 
real ease or rapidity and could keep accounts 
only of the simplest kind.” 

And Mr. Adams assures us that these de- 
scriptions hold good up into the early years 
of ourown century. However, 
some little coasolation in reflecting 
each child's share of this

time nutri- 
ment cannot have been excessive for ‘‘a 
committee then (1820) reported the school- 
room so crowded that the scholars, two 
hundred and four in number were obliged 


to wait one for the 


old 


other for seats, not 
withstanding the master gave up his desk 
and used every other means in his power to 
accommodate them, and the 
committee went on to submit a plan for 
certain alterations atan estimated cost of 
$200 by which two hundred and fifty 
scholars were to be brought together in one 
room and under one master ‘with an 
assistant when necessary!’’’ Even with 
these large duties upon him it took an 
increase of $50 to his salary to make the 
master feel that be needed to his 
whole time to his schoo! duties. 

“It is well to extol the simplicity and 
directness of what are known as the good 
old times but it is safe to say 
that, if by any chance, the Braintree village 
school of 1790 could for a single fortnight 
have been brought back to the Quilcy of 
1890, parents would in horror and aston 
ishment have kept their children at home 
until a town meeting, called at the shortest 
possible legal notice, could be held; and 
this meeting would probably have culmi- 
nated ina riot, in the course of which, 
school-house as well as school would have 
been summarily abated as a disgrace and a 
nuisance *’

His body was 
taken to the City Hospital morgue in 
Boston, where it was identified by his 
father,

vision store at the corner of Franklin and

When 
his father gave up business he went back 
to his former employes where he remained 
some little time, when he again left them 
and went to work for his uncle at Spring- 
field. For the past few weeks he has been 
unemployed. 

He lived with his father at 65 Quincy 
street. He leaves a widow. 


Offered a Higher Salary. 


Miss Mary E. Dearborn, who has been 
principal of the well-known Coddington 
School for the past fifteen years, was 
called this week to Newton at asalary of 
$1,600, with a prospect of increase in the 
near fature to $1,800. Miss Dearborn has 
been associated with ‘the Quincy System”’ 
from its very birth; in fact, she has been a 
part of it. There is no ove in this city 
today who knows the whole course from 
D primary to A grammar as she does. The 
Coddington school is known in all 
educational circles from one ocean to the 
other, and with it has gone the name of 
its principal, they are one and inseparable. 
Such being the reputation of the school, 
the remarkable work done there, the suc- 
cessful character building, the unity of the 
teachers’ work, and the esteem of the 
public for the principal—the School Board, 
at a specia! meeting Tuesday night, voted 
unanimously to offer Miss Dearborn $1,400 
to 1emain in Quincy. 


Quincy Honored. 


Again in this presidential election has 
Juincy been honored. Each of the lead- 
ing parties selected a candidate for presi- 
dential elector from our citizens, and Hon. 
John Shaw was irlumphantly elected. 
Now, upon his nomination, the city’s first 
Mayor, Hon, Charles H. Porter, has been 
elected Messenger to convey the electoral 
yote of the state to Washington. The pro- 
ceedings are thus reported by the Boston 
Advertiser, and will be of interest. 

A spirited contest arose for the position 
of messenger to convey the certificates to 
Washington, Elector Johnson naming Col. 
Henry Stone of Boston in a speech in 
which he praised lim for his service to the 
country during the war and his ardent 
loyalty to the party. Mr. Glines nomi- 
nated C. F. Rice. 

Mr. Cousins nominated J. F. Dalton of 
Salem; Mr. Walker nominated C. F. How 
of Haverhill and Mr. Shaw nominated C., 
H. Porter of Quincy. The first ballot was 
informal and resulted: Dalton, 1; How, 
1; Porter, 3; Meech,1; Bachelder, 1; 
Stone, 4; Rice, 4. On the formal ballot 
somebody stuffed the box, for 16 votes 
turned up. Some forgetful elector who 
voted twice thus created considerable mer- 
riment, and the chair decided the ballot to 
benull. On the next ballot Mr, Porter re- 
ceived eight of the 15 votes and was de- 
clared elected, Mr. Rice receiving four. 

According to the statutes of 1890, the 
electors are entitled to receive compensation 
of $3 a day and mileage the same as allowed 
to members of the general court. At the 
time of the passage of the law the latter re- 
ceived $1 for every five miles travelled, but 
now they get $2 per mile. The committee 
on pay-roll, of which John Simpkins was 
chairman, modestly reported in favor of the 
interpretation which would give them the 
least money. Elector Griswold, who comes 
from the Berkshire country, got $27 ; Sena- 
ior Simpkins received $22. The remainder 
of the list is asfollows: Long $10, Banks 
$8, Johnson $20, Glasgow $15, Goodrich 
$16, Smith $11, Cousins $10, Walker $7, 
Glines $7, Lane $7, Shaw $8, Bullard $s, 
Lovell, $9. Col. Porter, the newly elected 
messenger, was summoned and given his 
instructions, other formalities were com- 
pleted, and then the college adjourned sine 
die. 

Col. C. H. Porter, who was Monday 
chosen messenger to convey the electoral 
ballots of Massachusetts to Washington, is 
a resident of Quincy and a veteran of the 
late war. He was born in 1845, and entered 
the service as a private, enlisting in the 
39th Massachusetts Volunteers, being suc- 
cessively promoted to the positions 
of lieutenant, captain and lieutenant- 
cownel, receiving his commission for the 
latter int never being mustered. He was 
with Grau. at the surrender of Lee, being 
at the histo:.. ‘brick huuse’’ at Appo- 
mattox, when the confoderate general 
signed the terms of surrender. Col. Porter 
is happily married, and has three sons, two 
of whom are students at Harvard now. 
He has been a selectman of Quincy, and 
was Mayor in 1889 and 1890, and a repre- 
sentative to the general court in 1881 and 


1882. 


The Harbor Freezing. 


The Journal says: ‘‘ Boston is, so far, 
ahead of New York in her harbors not hav- 
ing frozen over, whereas Gotham has, ac- 
cording to report. 

But if this steady cold keeps on we shall 
have the old-time harbor skating, and may 
be a “‘ merry, striped pig’? in a tent, just 
as a cover for illegal liquor selling. 

The continued cold has made the temper- 
ature of the water around the shores and 
in the harbor—which is not deep and is not 
constantly changing to any appreciable ex- 
tent, except as it moves out a little with 
one tide and back with the next—very low, 
approaching that imaginary, though not 
hard to imagine, line known as *‘ the freez- 
ing point."’ The surface water is nearly 
cold enough to freeze for some feet down, 
so the congealing on the top goes forward 
rapidly. 

The scenes in Boston harbor Wednesday 
were of a nature quite Arctic. There were 
some recently arrived vessels which looked 
to be considerably frozen up. Their rigging 
was iced, their sides white with the solidi- 
fied spraylets. 

The powerful steamer Centipede had an 
‘*ice experience’? Wednesday. She was five 
and one-half hours from Quincy Point to 
clear water in Nantasket Roads, six or 
seven wiles, therefore making progress at 
the rate of abouta mile an hour. All of 
which goes to show that if Boston hadn’ta 
better harbor than New York her com- 
merce would be ice-bound, too. But it is 
open inside—yet protected from the Atlan- 
tic by a well-formed ‘‘ mouth,” and so the 
stoppages only apply to these few localities 
where islands or arms of land are near each 
other and a current as well as tide lacking.

Fires of 1892. 


There were in 1892, 44 bell alarms and 8 
still alarms. Of the bell alarms upon two 
occasions two boxes were pulled for the 
same fire; three were false alarms; fcur 
were needless ; two were for assistance out 
of town and one was occasioned by a cross, 
which brings the number of bell alarms for 
fires down to 32, to which add the still 
alarms which gives the total number of 
fires as 40. 

The total loss in 1892 was $23,115, and 
the amount of insurance paid was $18,566, 
which gives a loss to owners of $4,549, 
The total loss is quite an increase over 
1891, when the total loss was but $11,490, 
but the loss to owners was $1,165 more 
than in 1892, The large increase in the 
total loss in 1892, comes from the fire at 
the Wollaston Foundry where total loss to 
buildings and contents was $15,000, this 
would not have been so great but for the 
scarcity of water. Without this fire the 
loss would have been less than in 1891. 
lt isa noticeable fact in looking over the list 
of fires that where there was plenty of water 
the loss was comparatively small, a fact 
which speaks of the efficency of our depart- 
ment. ‘The total working time at the fires 
in 1892 was 60 hours and 10 minutes.

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Quincy Literary Society. 


The regular meeting of the Quincy Lit- 
erary and Debating Society was held in 
Doble’s hall on Saturday evening, the pre- 
sident, Mr. A. M. Craig, in the chair.

The newly elected office bearers having 
been duly installed, the business of the 


| evening was proceeded with. This consist- 


ed of a series of five.minute speeches upon 
various subjects, by members previously 
appointed. 

The first oration was by Mr. George 
Gordon upon the question, ‘‘ Is Charity a 
Blessing.’’ This gentleman, in his usual 
eloquent style, answered the question in 
the negative, and maintained that *‘ the re- 
ceiving of charity saps the manhood of 
men and takes all the independence out of 
them. A true man would rather starve 
than accept charity. What men want is 
justice and if they get this they will never 
need charity.” 

In discussing this subject the majority of 
the members concurred in the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Gordon. A few, however, 
believed that in the present condition of 
society, charity is entirely necessary al- 
though it could not be called an unmixed 
blessing. 

Next in order e#iie Dt. McLennan, 
whose subject was ‘should population be 
restricted.’’ On this occasion the doctor 
was somewhat too diffuse in his opening 
remarks for a five-minute speech, and 
was called to order for exceeding his time 
before he had made his opinions on the 
subject very clear. However, he did not 
think there was any danger of the world 
becoming over populated, he believes in 
the survival of the fittest’ and that in 
course of time lower orders of humanity 
will be superseded by the higher, and 
thusthe b. ~ce of the population will be 
helt, 

This view w. ot very generally sup- 
ported, it being pointed out that the lower 
orders of animated beings are generally 
much more prolific than the higher. As 
to restriction of population, the question 
was conceeded to be a very difficult as well 
as delicate oneto discuss and should be 
left as a matter of individual opinion. 

The next remarks were upon ‘‘ Modern 
Spiritualism,”’ by the editor of the magazine. 
While admitting that there were things 
connected with Spiritualism difficult to ex- 
plain upon material grounds, he believed the 
system generally to be imposture and hum- 
bug, and those so-called mediums who for 
gain practice upon the credulity of the 
people, were either knaves or fools. 
Spiritualistic demonstrations are nothing 
more than tricks of conjuring or slight 
of hand. 

Most of the members were of opinion 
that Spiritualism was mostly “ claptrap 
and humbug’’ but some considered that 
we ought to be careful in condemning a 
system entirely, which ranks among its 
believers men and women of undoubted 
intelligence and ability. 

Last in order, but not least in impor- 
tance, come Mr. William Taylor's remarks, 
and his theme was ‘* The Almighty Dollar.” 
He referred to the extraordinary power of 
money for good or evil, and gave examples 
of wealthy men whose abuse of the money 
they possessed rendered them obnoxious 
to all save their own class. Mr. Taylor's 
pointed remarks upon this subject were 
well received and pegret was expressed 
that the late hour dij not permit so full a 
discussion as would otherwise have taken 
place. 

Next Saturday evening President 
McKenzie wil! deliver his inaugural address. 
IthinkI have only to mention this, to 
those who know the gentleman abilities 
to ensure a full attendance of the 
members of the society. 3. M. 


Labor Legislation. 


At the meeting of the K. of L. alliance 
in Blatchford hall, Boston, on Sunday, the 
delegates of the Quincy granite workers re- 
quested that the legislative committee 
should bring in a bill making it compulsory 
for private firms to pay semi-monthly. The 
charge was made by other of the delegates 
that the law forbidding the employment of 
minors under 14 years of age is being vio- 
lated, and that superintendents of schools 
are in league of employers and grant cer- 
tificates without discrimination or investi- 
gation. The matter was referred to a 
special committee which will secure data 
and present it to Chief Wade.

Our Beacon Hill Letter. 


Boston Jan. 12, 1893. 


The two men most conspicuous in Mass- 
achusetts politics at the present time are 
Henry Cabot Lodge and Wlliam E. Russell. 
They are the leaders of their respective 
parties in the State, and the nearer one 
gets to the State House, the more apparent 
this becomes. I am aware that the leader- 
ship of one of these men is disputed by 
some, but that does not alter the fact that 
Mr. Lodge is the most conspicuous man in 
his party, and that he is a greater vital force 
just now in the Republican party of Mass- 
achusetts than any other man living. 

This does not necessarily imply that these 
are the two most able men in the Common- 
wealth. But toget a just view of Massachu- 
setts politics at the present time, it must be 
conceded that circumstances and native 
ability have lifted these two characters 
above their contemporaries for at least the 
present moment. 

That both these leaders are young men, 
is a fact of large significance. It illustrates 
the state of transition through which our 
politics are now passing. Henry Cabot 
Lodge is 42 years of age. We have come to 
think of the senatorship as an office for 
venerable men; but, after all, this is not the 
Massachusetts idea. Senator Hoar was 41 
when first elected and Senator Dawes was 
51. Edward Everett was 59, John Davis, 
48; Robert Rantoul, Jr., 46; Daniel Web- 
ster, 45; Henry Wilson, 43; Charles Sum- 
ner, 42; Rufus Choate, 42; Robert Win- 
throp, 41, and John Quincy Adams, 36. 

Later on I expect to have something to 
say about the “ picturesque personalities”’ 
of the Legislature. But meanwhile a word 
about the material which furnishes the 
background for the heroes of the session,— 
about the members who are not assigned 
leading parts by managers Pinkerton and 
Barrett, but who form ‘‘ the chorus of villa- 
gers, etc.’ during the session. The Mem- 
ber who goes up Beacon Hill the first 
Wednesday in January with no particular 
purpose, and who comes down at the close 
of the session with no particular reputation, 
is very numerous. He is the Member who 
today is and tomorrow is cast into oblivion. 
It is so of necessity, in so large a body. A 
study of State House mediocrity would be 
interesting, had I thespace. These patient 
members who get so near to and yet escape 
greatness, sit in the rows of the House as 
much alike as so many buttons on a card. 
Elected to fame they view the promised 
land, but neverenterit. They industrious- 
ly vote ‘ yes”? and “no” in good old Mass- 
achusetts fashion, according to the dictates 
of their consciences (or, alas, the lobby) 
and they meekly make up the audience 
which listens to and applauds the speeches 
of the ** leaders.”’ 

The special committee, which has been 
sitting during the recess ‘‘ to consider steps 
to shorten the session, submitted its reports 
Tuesday. Its investigations furnish further 
proof of what I said last, that the average 
Massachusetts legislator regards his work 
at the State House as only one of the inci- 
dentals of his winter work. The committee 
finds thata ‘‘A very large proportion of 
the members live at home during the 
sessions, and endeavor to give part, at least, 
oftheir time to their private concerns.” 
Last year, for illustration, 32 members of 
the State lived at home during the session, 
and 183 members of the House. This con- 
dition does not exist in any other State 
except Rhode Island and perhaps Dela- 
ware. The result is, that for a greater part 
of the session, the House meets at 3 Pp. m., 
generally adjourning before 5 pr. m., and 
for the first two months averaging a much 
shorter session. The members then sep- 
erate, so no work is done in the evening, 
and the committee work of the morning is 
generally confined to the hours between 
10.30 and 12.30 o'clock.” 

Perhaps this is all the service that $750 
ought to purchace. The committee had 
instructions to consider the matter of com- 
pensation also; but its report upon this 
delicate matter is a model of modesty. 

But in what has been quoted, the report 
shows that the average member looks up- 
on his legislative duties as something sec- 
ondary in his day’s work—a pleasant and 
honorable recreation after his own busi- 
ness of the day is adjusted. Legislation is 
not, to the average member, a profession, 
and hence I alluded to the fact that ours 
was a legislature of amateurs. 


Legislative Committees. 


Standing committees of the Legislature 
were appointed Tuesday, and the members 
from this senatorial and Legislative districts 
received good places. This is particularly 
true of Senator Merrill of this city, who is 
chairman of the Committee on Constitu- 
tional amendments, and a member of the 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs and the 
Committee on Towns. Representative 
Graham is reappointed on the important 
joint special committee on Rapid Transit. 
Representative Hammond is a member of 
the Committee on Manufactures, and Rep- 
resentative Worthen on the House Judici- 
ary committee. 

Representative Rivers of the Milton- 
Canton district is one of the House Com- 
mittee on Rules, and the standing Commit- 
tee on Election Laws. 

Representative Whitcomb of the Brain- 
tree-Holbrook district is on the committee 
oa Liquor Laws. 


Receivership for P. F. ¥. B. O. 

The members of Granite Commandery 
of the People’s Five Year Benefit Order, of 
this city, are mourning with fifteen thou- 
sand brothers and sisters over the prob- 
able appointment of a receiver. Insur- 
ance Commissioner Merrill, when 
interviewed by the Herald on the order of 
the court, said, ‘‘Of the fifty-six endow- 
ment orders that were chartered in Massa- 
chusetts, this has been the largest remain- 
ing alive, and the largest altogether of 
what bave been called ‘the long term or- 
ders.’ There isno doubt that its affairs 
were conducted generally with as much 
care and honesty as those of any of the 
large endowment corporations, 

** The closing up of this order practically 
ends the entire business. There are only 
twelve left, and of those four or five have 
proceedings against them now in the 
courts. There is no reason to doubt that 
upon the grounds on which the court 
granted the receivership every one of the 
remaining endowment orders can be closed 
up. The order at present has, I believe, 
fifteen thousand members, scattered all 
over the country. 

“Two of the grounds on which the court 
granted the petition were the making of 
illegal assessments and having paid 
agents, which the law forbids. There is 
hardly a doubt that the latter specific 
charge can be maintained against every 
one of the existing endowment corpora- 
tious.”’

Sewerage for Woburn, 


Woburn's sewerage problem has been 
solved, so far as extensive surveys are con- 
ceraed. The plans, just completed, call 
for an expenditure of about $365,000, Jand 
damages excluded, before the local system 
shall be in readiness to serve its purpose. 

The commissioners recommend that no 
loca! construction of sewers be undertaken 
this year. It would be useless to construct 
and complete the local system in advance 
of the completion of the metropolitan sys- 
tem. It is of the utmost importance that 
the city council should at once begin con- 
sideration of the local sewerage system. 
The topography of Woburn is such as to 
render it very difficult to wake an equitable 
apportionment of a sewer betterment assess- 
ment. The commissioners wish it under- 
stood that the local sewerage system is to 
be constructed, and can be used only for 
the disposal of sewage. No surface water, 
roof water or subsoil water can be allowed 
to enter these sewers, as the city of Woburn 
will not be permitted to discharge such 
waters into the metropolitan system. The 
works will not provide drainage for any 


part of the city.

Alcohol being the excreta of animalcula, | 
the product of the decomposition of grape 
juice, corn, malt, apples, or other starchy | 
substances, is therefore the enemy of life, 
the very ashes of death. Scientist agree 
in placing alcohol among the most irritant, | 
virulent and deadly poisons to animal life. | 
A small quantity taken pure will paralyze | 
the nerve centres and kill instantly. The} 
ordinary effect of alcohol is to irritate and 
parch the mucus membrane of the intestines | 
and paralyze the nerves. When taken into} 
the system either in the form of whiskey, 
brandy, beer, cordials, or in light wines, | 
etc., its poisonous effects, while so exhilarat- | 
ing as to be very fascinating, are so 
deleterious to all the nerve tissues and 
fibres of the body that a general derange- | 
ment of all the vital organs inevitably 
follows. | 
The effects of aleohol contained in these} 
beverages finds its way to the lungs and 
arteries which are connected with the heart, 
and they become more or less congested | 
and paralyzed by the poison and incapable | 
of rightly performing their ordinary 
functions; and this burning or corroding 
effect commences with the smallest quantity 
of alcohol taken into the system. There- 
fore there is no such thing as ** moderation’ 
in the use of alcobolic beverages; the poison 
in them is always active in its deadly 
mission, and goes on all through the body.

Chinese Inns. 


A word must be said about Chinese Inns, 
No one who has ever stayed at one of these 
cayavansaries is likely to forget his experi- 
ence. They are all built on the same plan 
—a large courtyard, around the four sides 
of which are built rows of small rooms, 
the reatanrant and office being in front. 
The buildings are bui.t of sun-dried bricks, 
aud are usually in the last stages of dilapi- 
dation. Each small room contains a brick 
bed, in which a fire can be lighted for 
warmth in winter, Thereis no furniture 
but a rough chair and perhaps a table, 
while the windows are nothing but frames 
covered with paper. 

The average Chinese inn is usually a me- 
nagerie and zoologieal garden combined. 
In the yard can be seen and heard mules, 
donkeys, dogs, cats, fowls of all kinds, pigs 
and camels, while in the rooms where the 
weary traveller is supposed to find rest 
there is also a ricoh variety. The scorpion, 
and at times a small variety of the centi- 
pede, ofien take stinging measures to repel 
any attempts at friendship. The chief 
glory, however, of the inn is the waiter. 
This important fanctionary in China has

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Gymnasium Exhibition. 


The Y. M. C. A. boys covered them- 
selves with glory at their exhibition Thurs- 
day evening, surpassing the expectation 
of their friends, 

Secretary Colton opened tbe exhibition 
with a few words regarding the object of 
the +xbibition. He said that when the ex- 
hibition was planned, it was not expected 
that the Quincy classes would have made 
progress enough to enable them to give a 
first class exhibition without some out of 
town help.

Suit Against the City. 


The case of T. Dexter Pierce against the 
City of Quincy, for damages to the amount 
of $6,000 was commenced in the Superior 
Court at Dedham, Thursday. Edward 
Avery, Esq., and Albert H. Avery, Esq., 
appeared for the plaintiff, and J. E. Cot- 
ter, Esq., and City Solicitor McAnarney 
for the city. 

The declaration of the plaintiff was 


that on the &th of February, 1892, 
while walking on the northerly side 


of Foster street, using due care, he’fell and 
sustained severe injuries.

It was about nine o'clock 
when he fell. He tried to get up but could 
not do so; took bold of his leg and found 
he could move it any way; was there some 
eight or ten minutes before help came; 
while waiting for help he noticed the side- 
walk was bad and a litue sloping from the 
fence; had domaano werk since accident; 
passed most of the time in the house; phy- 
sician atiended 4m seven weeks; leg was 
in plaster parigggir three or four weeks;

In the effort to shorten the sessions of 
the legistature a thoroughly radical step is 
proposed and will doubtless be given a fair 
trial during the session. It abolishes the 
so-called ‘‘ orderof inquiry’? and requires 
all persons who desire legislation to present 
bills or resolves which will show exactly 
what is desired. Under the old way it 
would be ordered, for instance, ‘that the 
committee on public health consider the 
expediency of further legislation to protect 
the public from the sale of impure milk,”’ 
and under that there would be a hearing, 
and the interested person would often have 
no bill, but would leave it to the committee 
to draw one. The case has two sides. It 
is demanding much to require that people, 
ignorant of forms themselves, shall 
prepare a bill, or shall put themselves into 
the hands of a bill clerk who may or may 
not bit their case exactly.

Days Before Postage Stamps. 


Before the use of postage stamps various 
sums were paid forthe delivery of letters. 


The amounts were regulated by tbe dis- 
tance, and were collected on the delivery of 
the letter. 

In the early part of this century the pos- 
tage on a single sheet of paper was eight 
cents, and over 40 miles the rate was in- 
creased ; sothat over 500 miles a single 
sheet was 25 cents, But after a time these 
rates were gradually reduced, until in 1845 
a letter weighing not over half an ounce 
was five cents under 300 miles, and over 
that distance, ten tents, 

Sir Rowland Hv, who was at the head 
of the Postoffice Dj-partment of England at 
this time, introdyced the use of postage 


stamps in 1840, and also lessened the 
cbarges for postage. In 1847 ‘he United 


Staws adopted the use of the postage 
stamp, the lowest priced one being five 
cents, 

But railways and steamboats bad now 
taken the place of the old-fashioned mail | 
coaches and post boys ; and with the more | 
rapid sending of the mails, the cheaper 
rates of postage, and the growing popula- 


improvements took place in the post office 
system. And bere we are, in 1883, receiv 
ing our letters from the Pacific coast in six 
days ; also from England in the same time, 
and a few days or hours will place us in 
direct communication with our friends and 
correspondents ip almost every part of the

Josiah Quincys. 


The Herald has solved a problem for 
many. It says, ** An intelligent, but yet 
perplexed correspondent, asks us to 
enlighten him as to the number of Josiah 
Quincys who have come down ina direct 
linein Massachusetts. We will try to do 
this. The first Josiah Quiucy was one of 
the most promising young men of Boston 
in the days immediately preceding the 
revolutionary war. He died before it com- 
menced, and was esteemed a great loss to 
the patriots. The second Josiah Quincy 
was a representative in Congress from 
Massachusetts, the mayor of Boston in 
whose administration the Quincy market 
was built, and president of Harvard Col- 
lege. 

The third of the name was also mayor of 
Boston, president of the Massachusetts 
Senate, and later harbor commissioner. 

His oldest son, who is still living, was 
pamed Josiah Phillips Quincy. He had 
no taste for public life, but has done very 
creditable work ia literature. 

His son is the present Josiah Quincy, 
the fifth to bear the name, though bis 
father has it not in the exact form of his 
) earlier ancestry. 

The Quincys were anti-slavery men by 
conviction and by tradition, Edmund 
Quincy, the brother of the second Josiah, 
was the well remembered associate of | 
Garrison, The second Josiah Quincy lived 
toagreat age. He bought the property 
at the foot of State street on which the} 
long row of granite stores is erected, and 
projected that great improvement after he! 
was 80 years old, and also wrote a life of| 
John Quincy Adams at the same time. | 
Besides being distinguished in public 
life, he was a man of remarkable business 
foresight and sagacity, and of rare admin- 
istrative talent.”

Weicome Improvements, 


Quincy has been remarkably quiet for 
weeks past, but it was that kind of quiet- 
ness that precedes an outburst. Unless 
all signs faila severe storm is approaching. 
Not one of those that strikes terror into 
the hearts of the people, but one which 
will cause rejoicing, for it will fill a long 
felt want. 

The first indications of the approaching 
storm was on Monday when two large 
seve-nton trusses arrived and were deposited 
on the vacant lot on Granite street, in the 
rear of the Robertson house. These 
trusses were viewed by many citizens aud 
there were many expressions as to what 
use they were to be put to, but no one 
seemed to have the authority to inform the 
anxious public. 

The Patriot has however, by diligent 
inquiry, learned enough to satisfy itself 
that a $50,090 brick building will probably 
be erected on the Jot and that work will be 
commenced as soon as spring opens. The 
building will be completed by fall of the 
present year, 

What is talked now, is to erect a brick 
building, with a frontage on Granite street 
of 116 feet and a depth of 140 feet. If the 
present plan is carried out the upper story 
will be used as an opera house, the interior 
arrangements of which will surpass any- 
thing that it was imagined Quincy would 
ever possess, 

At one end of the opera house there will 
be a large stage 34 feet square, with two 
dressing rooms on each side 12 feet square, 
This stage will be fired with traps and all 
the necessary scenery. The auditorium or 
main hal! will be 72 feet square, the chairs 
of which will be in semi-circles and raised 
at the rear, and the floor so arranged that 
when it is desired to use the hall for danc- 
ing it can be lowered by steam power so as 
to be perfectly level. There will also be a 
balcony extending on three sides of the 
auditorium. On each side of the stage 
will be four boxes two below and two above. 
The seating capacity of the auditorium and 
balcony will be between 1100 and 1200. 

On the left of the auditorium, facing the 
stage, will bea large smoking room, 80x20, 
and upon the opposite side there will be a 
property and coat room, ladies’ parlor, etc. 

The entrance to the opera house will be 
by a flight of broad stairs which lead into 
vestibule 80 feet long and 24 wide. In the 
centre of this will be a ticket office and on 
either side an office room 20x24 and stair- 
ways leading to the balcony. 

From this vestibule there are four en- 
trances to the hall. 

The lower or street floor of the building 
will be arranged for stores, of which there 
will be several. 

As stated above the building will cost 
about $50,000 and as itis for the public 
good it is proposed to build it upon the pop- 
ular plan, namely by allowing the citizens, 
to become stockholders. The shares will 
probable be placed at $10 each and thus the 
citizens in general may become part own- 
ers of the property. 

The plans made have been on a large 
scale, much too large for the present size of 
this city but Quincy is growing and the 
idea seems to be to meet the warts of a 
growing city, as it certainly must grow 
when the proposed extensions of the Quincy 
They already bave been granted a location 
to East Weymouth, and as the right over 
& Boston street railway are completed. 
the Point bridge has been obtained, the road 
will be completed by June 1st. The railroad 
has in view other extensions namely from 
East Weymouth through Weymouth Land- 
ing, and Braintree, to Quincy, making a 
belt line with Quincy as the bub. 

With the completion of these proposed 
extensions large tracts of new land will be 
opened up which will prove of vast benefits 
not only to Quincy, but to Weymouth and 
Braintree. All of these projects are of such 
a magnitude it is hard for the mind to 
readily grasp them, but they are in the 
wind and will surely come in the near 
future. 

While speaking of improvements it is 
well that some mention should be made of 
the improvements that are being made by 
contractor Moxon in the old Robertson 
block. This property is controlled by the 
Quincy Rea! Estate Trust Co. 

The interior of the hotel part has been 
so changed that one who was formerly 
acquainted with the arrangement of the 
building would hardly know it. The hall 
kas been made into rooms, and others have 
been so altered that sixteen additional 
rooms will be added. Connected with the 
hotel there will be a first class restaurant, 
The front of the building, that is the 
entrances to the stores and hotel entrance, 
will be changed and improved to correspond 
with the interior improvements. 

The fruit stand between the hotel block 
and Dargin & Merrill’s block is to be torn 
down and in its place a building erected for 
a large and handsome jewelry store. 

The hotel and opera house will be heated 
by steam and lighted by electricity, the 
hotel having already been wired for the 
lights. It is also proposed to illuminate 
the front of the building electrically. As 
considerable power will be required for all 
this it is proposed to establish an indepen- 
dent plant which will furnish the electrical 
current for the opera house, hotel and 
Durgin & Merrills block. 

There are many other improvements 
under way for the city which have notas 
yet reached that stage of perfection that 
they can be announced but they are sure 
to come.

duced the bill said it was faulty and it was 
intended to repeal the whole act. On his 
motion the bill was recommitted. 

Inexpedient to legislate was reported on 
the National bill which opposed annexation 
of foreign territory to the United States. 
Bill rejected. 

Unfavorable reports were made on the 
following bills, which were laid on the 
table: 

State bill to exempt labor aud 
services from taxation. 

Making the practice of hypnotism a 
crime, 

Requesting Mayor to petition for au- 
thority to establish an electric light plant. 

National bill to prevent the interference 
of Federal officers in elections. 

Bill to petition the Legislature to com- 
pel Quincy & Boston Street Railway to 
run continuous trips between Neponset and 
Quincy Point and West Quincy. 

The National bill providing for a com- 
mission on immigration was reported de- 
fective, and was recommitted for revision. 

Ought not to pass was reported by a 
majority of the committee on the National 
bill to admit art free of duty but a 
favorable report of the minority was 
substituted and passed to a second reading. 

A favorable report was made on the 
municipal bill looking toward a general 
system of sewers for Quincy, and passed to 
a second reading. 

Reconsideration Moved. 

Congressman Pinkham moved to recon- 
sider the bill to suspend immigration passed 
at the last meeting. He regarding its pro- 
visions as too sweeping, and said it was an 
act of cowardice. He would favor some 
restrictions. 

Congressman Goodspeed seconded the 
motion and spoke in its favor. 

Congressman Suckling thought no good 
re sons had been advanced for reconsidera- 
tion. Did not think it was intended to 
ke: p foreigners away from the World’s 
Fai-, but rather to keep out the ravel. 

Congressman F, B. Rice thought it a bad 
ime to restrict immigration. It would be 
an injury to the World’s Fair. 

Congressman Pollard still favored the 
bill but was willing to allow more dis- 
cussion. 

Congressman Odom favored reconsidera- 
tion. 

Congressman 
the bill was willing to reconsider 
further discussion. 

Reconsideration prevailed, and bill was 
assigned for next meeting. , 

A motion toadjourn for one week was 
defeated after the discussion. 

Orders of the Day. 

After recess the State bill to amend the 
constitution to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating liquors took its 
second reading and was assigned without 
debate; also the National bill providing 
for a harbor of refuge at the entrance to 
the Cape Cod canal. 

The bill authorizing the President to 
veto single items in appropriation bills 
took its second reading. 

Congressman Jenness favored, as now 
many appropriations were made against 
the wishes of the President, they being 
‘riders ” on other bills. 

Speaker Foster called Congressman Spar- 
row to the chair, and spoke in favor of the 
bill. Congress would still have the au- 
thority to pass appropriations over veto as 
provided in the rules. 

Congressman Nowland opposed rushing 
the bill through before fully considering it. 
Thought it might give the President too 
much power 

Congressman Jenness said the bill ap- 
plied only to appropriatio~ bills. 

Congressman Foster did not think it 
would be a dangerous power to give Pres- 
ident. There was a feeling that executive 
was too weak, and that he did not have 
power to contro! legislation. 

The bill passed. 

Bill for Wide Tires. 

The bill requesting the Mayor to petition 
for legislation to compel the use of wide 
tires on heavy teams, came up for its final 
passage. 

Congressrman W. B. Holden favored. It 
would make the streets better and reduce 
the cost of maintenance. 

Congressman F. B, Rice was not sure but 
cities now had authority to act. 

Congressman Anderson doubted if Mas- 
sachusetts cities had. He knew St. Louis 
had very explicit rules which had given 
good satisfaction. The average width of 
the tires on our stone teams was now three 
inches, and as the edges were worn the 
weight come on the centre. 

Speaker Foster quoted from the statutes, 
seeming to give authority to cities. 

Congressman Suckling believed wide 
tires would be an advantage to the city. 

Cougressman Nowland thought teamsters 
should be considered. It would cost them 
more for construction and they could not 
draw as heavy loads. 

Congressman Suckling opposed different 
guages for front and back axles. Believed 
wide tires would soon improve streets 80 as 
to make it possible to cart heavier loads.

Mr. Porter for the committee read the 
annual report of the board which was ac- 
cepted and adopted, and will appear in the 
City book. 

The report in substance showed that no 
backward steps had been taken during the 
year. Itspeaksofthe work of Superin- 
tendent Lull, saying that bis first year has 
been one of great success. As he gives 
hie whole time to Quincy it is greatly to 
the advantage of the schools, It then 
briefly refers to the Lincoln school, its 
dedication andname, Of the High school 
the report says: 

The building is forty years old and is 
entirely inadequate to meet the require- 
ments of the city. The imperative neces- 
sity of a new building is fully realized. We 
think in the new building there should be 
a room for the School Committee and an 
office for the superintendent. The 
increase in the number of scholars during 
the year was 332, and the cost per year for 
each scholar was about $20. Quincy is a 
training field from which adjoining towns 
and the suburbs of Boston draw. We 
wish for the best talent for the schools of 
Quincy, which we must pay for. Twonew 
school districts have been formed during 
year and nine additional teachers have 
been employed. The total valuation of the 
school property by the assessors figures is 
$307,110 which is more than equal to the 
total city debt. 

Superintendent Lull upon request of 
the committee read his annual report which 
consumed nearly an hour. The report was 
voluminous and will be printed in full in 
the City book. 

Petitions from Atlantic. 

Mr. Hall presented two petitions one from 
J. W. Broderick asking that he may con- 
tinue to transport the children to and from 
Squantum to the Quincy school, and one 
asking that the contract be given Cyrus 
Noble. 

These petitions were referred to the 
committee on transportation. 

The petitions with their signatures will 
be published tomorrow. 


Land for Another School. 

Upon motion of Mr. Corthell,a com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. Corthell, Hall 
and Porter was appointed to consider the 
advisability of securing land on the east 
side of the railroad track at Wollaston as a 
site for new schoo) building to accommo- 
date the children of Wollaston, Norfolk 
Downs and Wollaston Park. 


The High School Building. 


Mr. Hall offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That in considering the erec- 
tion of a new high school building it is the 
unanimous opinion of this board, owing to 
the large and steadily increasing growth in 
the population of the northern section of 
the city, public necessity demands that 
such building should he located nearer the 
City Hall than is the present location, 


Dr. Sheahan thought the great growth of 
the city had been in the south, 


Mr. Hall said in support of his resolution 
that High school is now within one mile of 
Braintree line and five miles from the 
North and asked, is it right? It has al- 
ways been fashionable for the centre to get 
everything. The most central location 
is within two hundred feet of the City 
Hall. The pupils cf the north have to 
ride in the cars and then walk fifteen min- 
utes. The north is the growing part of the 
city. He had offered the resolution in 
good faith. 

Fr, Roche believed the north part of the 
city was entitled to equal rights and the 
matter could be settled by the transporta- 
tion of the children from the outlying 
wards to the High school. There may be 
a fairer spirit on the part of the Council 
this year than last in the matter of trans- 
portation. 

Superintendent Lull upon request gave 
the attendance at the High school from the 
several wards which were as follows: 

Wari One, 21; Ward Two, 28; Ward 
Three, 47; Ward Four, 31; Ward Five, 
24; Ward Six, 32. 

The resolution was then passed and a 
copy ordered forwarded to the Mayor and 
City Council. . 

Upon motion of Mr. Keith, Messrs. 
Keith, Roche and Corthell were appointed 
to consider what steps, if any, can be tak- 
en to retain the teachers in the service of 
Quincy for a longer period, said committee 
to report at the next meeting. 

Adjourned at 10.15.

Assaying for Gold. 

We spent several hours very pleasantly 
Tuesday evening with Mr. S. G. Elliott, 
the intelligent assayer, who resides at No. 
29 Granite street, in this city. From a 
piece of quartz taken from Ceur D'Alene 
mine, Montana, we were shown the process 
of taking gold from it by fire assay. 

After reducing the quartz to a powder, 
it was fused with argil, oxide of lead, 
carbonate of soda, and common salt to a 
button of lead; and placed into a cupel, (a 
small cup used in refining precious meta!) 
and this was placed into a muffle, where it 
was subjected toa powerful heat for an 
hour or more; which caused all the other 
ingredients to pass away in smoke, 
leaving the pure shining gold inthe form 
of globule.

Woman’s Suffrag 


A regular fortnightly meeting of the| The regular meeting of the Quincy Liter- 


ary society was held in Doble’s hall, on 
Saturday evening; the president Mr. D. 
McKenzie in the chair, The business for 
the evening was the magazine, and con- 
trary to the usual custom, more papers 
were received by the editor, than could be 
dealt with satisfactorily in one evening. 
In fact the first paper read, caused so much 
discussion, that it was necessary to post- 
pone the reading of the others until a 
future occasion. 

The paper read by the editor which 
created so much interest, was from the 
fluent pen of Mr. Alex. M. Craig, and the 
subject was :—‘‘ Woman’s Suffrage.’’ Mr. 
Craig is a staunch believer in woman's 
right to have the suffrage, as well as a 
good many other things which at the 
present time she does not possess, and pro- 
ceeds to air his views thus : 

“In numberless ways the indications 
point to a serious overturn in the time 
hovored conditions surrounding woman- 
kind. Hitherto she has been regarded as a 
protege of man. With a semblance of 
freedom certainly, but so circumscribed by 
tradition and custom, that the liberty 
seemed but a lever to more effectively com- 
pass their complete subjection. It is 
inevitable that in the enlargement of 
womanly functions, the question of their 
future influence on the home comes upper- 
most. Woman isessentially the centre of 
the domestic circle, round her the family 
revolve. She is the main source whence 
spring the tendencies that control all 
social and political life. It may well cause 
uneasiness therefore to realize that almost 
imperceptibly this factor is undergoing a 
silent transformation. But the fear of 
direful consequences because of the 
increased independence of women is 
groundless, on the contrary it seems to 
portend the most beneficial results.”’ 

The writer then goes on to argue that 
the comparative success which has attend- 
ed women in the occupations they have al- 
ready invaded, would indicate that a like 
success would attend their entrance upop 
other fields of labor. Even the exclusive 
circles of law and medicine have been en- 
tered, and the time is not far distant when 
from the pulpit the dulcet sweetness of a 
woman's voice will help to unravel the 
knotty skein of theology, and her naturally 
persuasive eloquence lead erring man to 
seek its consolations. 

Mr. Craig thinks it is to be regretted that 
women have cast longing eyes in the direc- 
tion of the political arena, because like a 
pool of iniquity it seems to contaminate all 
who enter; but if woman’s tastes and ambi- 
tion run in that direction, they should not 
be debarred. Her suffrage rights are co-equal 
with man’s. Her forensic powers are as 
capable of development as his. The ex- 
clusive right man claims to govern others 
as well as himself, is no more just than 
woman’s. It is one of the last remaining 
badges of servitude that woman should be 
denied the same opportunities in commer- 
cial affairs which have been freely accorded 
to man. 

In conclusion the writer admits that the 
general entrance of woman into current 
political movements would rob them of 
much of their indirect influence, but this 
he contends does not vitiate the principle 
that whatever is man’s inalienable right is 
also woman's; that men and women stand 
upon an equal natural platform. Freedom 
alike to all. 

In the debate which followed the read- 
ing of this paper, a large proportion of the 
members favored the views expressed by 
the writer in favor of woman’s suffrage. 
Some preferred a neutral attitude, while 
otbers were either partly or directly op- 
posed to the proposition. It cannot be 
said that the arguments on either side were 
characterized by novelty, bnt this could 
hardly be expected upon a subject which 
has already received so munch attention. 
The arguments of the Woman Suffragists 
were chiefly those advanced. by Mr. Craig, 
while on the other side the chief conten- 
tions were, that women asa rule, are not 
mentally capable of exercising intelligently 
the suffrage rights. That home is pecu- 
liarly woman’s sphere, and for her to enter 
the political arena would be for her to de- 
prive home of much of its attraction, and 
herself of that sensibjlity and refinement 
which forms such an admirable trait in all 
true women. 

Again, evenifit were desirable to give 
women the suffrage, the time is not yel 
come for it, because, as a rule, women take 
very little interest in the great political 
questions of the day, and they would only 
be used as tools in the hands of their mas- 
culine friends. The women themselves 
who advocate this measure are not those 
who attend to their families and household 
duties. They belong rather to the amazon 
class of whom men generally fight shy’ 
when they are looking for partners in the 
battle of life. When the discussion closed 
the interest in the subject was not at all 
abated and I am inclined to think the end 
is not yet. 

It may be stated that arrangements are 
in progress for an inter-society debate be- 
tween the Irish National League debating 
society, and the Quincy Literary society, to 
take place about the first of March. De- 
tails are not finally settiléd yet, but by next 
week I hope to be able to announce the 
subject and the names of the debaters cho- 
sen to represent each society. J. M.

Letter from the State House, 


Boston, Feb. 2, 1893. 

Speaker Barrett said in committee this 
week that the Legislature could finish its 
business in good shape and adjourn by the 
first week in March, but a more absurd 
statement was never made regarding the 
business of the house, and illustrates how 
wild and unreliable his judgment is liable 
to be on practical matters. He is not as 
strong this year as he has been. At the 
same committee hearing he told of his be- 
ing beaten in the committee on ruies; he 
has been beaten in the house this year for 
the first time in his career, by a vote of 59 for 
his side to 75 for the side of Mr. Mellen of 
Worcester, and on his idea of limiting the 
session to 100 days (which is certainly per- 
nicious) the committee he addressed was 
largely against him, though no witnesses 
appeared on the other side. 

Prompt action was taken by the legisla- 
ture on the death of Mr. Blaine. Cn 
Friday afternoon, at the first suitable 
opportunity, Mr. Hutchins, of Acton, 
offered an order for the appointment of a 
committee of three, the speaker to be 
chairman, with such as the senate might 
join, to ask of the Blaine family that the 
body might lie in state in Boston on its way 
to interment. Messrs. Moriarty of Worces- 
ter and Graham of Quincy, were appointed 
and the senate added President Pinkerton 
and Senator Read of Cambridge. They 
met immediately after adjournment and 
decided that the president and speaker 
should go to Washington at once to confer 
with the family and arrange, if possible, 
that the remains should lie in s‘ate in 
Doric Hall, in the state house one hour. 

The burial of Blaine in Washington 
made their visit fruitless. 

The joint committee on the death of 
Blaine reported fitting resolutions on 
Wednesday in the Senate, expressing their 
grief at his death and their high apprecia- 
tion of his long and varied public services. 
At the joint convention for the sake of 
eulogizing the memory of ex-Gov. Butler 
was met with some opposition, the house 
voted that Speaker Barrett be invited to 
deliver a eulogy upon Mr. Blaine on Feb- 
ruary 23,a committee of three to make ar- 
rapgementsfor inviting guests and other 
matters and all resolutions in honor of Mr. 
Blaine to be postponed to that day. The 
House was apparently half disposed to heed 
the words of Mr. Bennett that many mem- 
bers desired to pay their personal tribute 
for many did not vote at all and 25 were 
actually bold enough to stand up against 
this invitation to theirown speaker.

The labor men are making a push for- 
ward this year. Oa Friday measures were 
introduced for a ten-hour day in eleven 


consecutive hours for steam railroad men, 


for an eleven-hour day in twelve consecu- 


tive hours for street railway men, and for 
54 hours’ labor for a week for women and 


minors under 18 years in all manufacturing 
and mechanical establishments. Bills are 


also pending to repeal the collateral inhert- 


tance tax and to exempt municipal bonds 
from taxation. 

The step after the adoption of the new 
council rule,which was moved by Councillor 
Rice, was the motion of Councillor Jefts 


to appoint a special committee to inquire 


into the fitness of the nominations, of 
Messrs. Sayles and Kingman, whom the 
Governor had nominated. The Governor 
protested against the appointment of this 
committee, and before the motion was 
carried Lieutenant Governor Wolcott read 
rule, 
which is practically a reply to the protest 
which the Governor gave the public. 

Mr. Hayes of Lowell proposes a radical 


change in the liquor law, by a bill he has 


introduced to establish a board of license 
commissioners in every city in the State, to 
change radically the classification of liquor 
licenses, and to reduce the maximum fee 
from $1,000 to $500. 

Boston’s growth will occupy much time 
in the Legislature this year. Mr. Bennett 
of Everett has presented a bill for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to inquire into 
the relation of Boston to its suburban cities 
and towns, to report by the first Wednes- 
day of February, 1894, what is of most ad- 
vantage to all the places concerned. 

The temporary Highway Commission 
has made a most interesting presentation 


of the condition of the roads of the State, 
and the result of its examination is that 
there ought to be a permanent highway 
commission to have oversight of the roads 
of the State. They find that the rcads are 
generally in a bad condition, and the great 


reason is that the towns are too poor to 


spend money enough to keep them up. It 


is estimated that the direct cash loss to the 


State every year from its bad roads is from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000, to say nothing of | 


indirect loss by way of damage to animals, 
vehicles and harness. The commissioners 
say that four-fifths, and possibly nine- 
tenths, of the bad roads in the State are 
connected with the manufacturing interests 
of the State. The report of the commission 
is very thorough, treating of the topograph- 
ical features, the materials of road-build- 
ing, the economic relations of the roads to 
business, and the general methods of road 
construction which are followed in the 
State. Itis said that 23 per cent. of the 
the towns spend less than $1,000 a 
year on their roads; and 50 per cent. spend 
less than $2,000. The seventy-five towns 
which spent less than $1,000 each, spent 
an average of $15.10 per mile of road a 
year. The next class, 93 towns, spent an 
average of $26.70. There are 57 towns 
which spend from $2,000 to $3,000 each, or 
an average of $19.30 per mile a year. 
There are 32 towns which spend from 
$3,000 to $4,000 each. Thus there are 257 
towns covering 82.5 per cent. of the total 
town area which are financially unable to 
keep their roads in good condition. There 
are 22 towns which spend from $4,000 to 


* | $5,000 each a year upon their roads, or an 


average of $94.30 per mile. These are the 
only ones which are in a reasonably satis- 
factory condition, The report compli- 
ments the road commissioners of the 
towns, asarule, but finds that they are 
struggling against hard conditions and that 
the best they can do is to prevent the fur- 
ther depreciation of their roads, The infor- 
mation thus gathered by the commission is 
wholly new and has never before been 
brought to public attention. It is likely 
that the facts of money loss from bad roads 
will compel the Legislature to attempt 
some reform to satisfy the expected de- 
mand. The agitation has proved its rea- 
son for being. RULE.

Deak Sigs:—I think your editorial in 
the LepGErR and PaTnriorT tends to great 
injustice to Mr. Dexter Pierce. 

1 will quote: ‘“‘We feel that the city 
should not be held responsible for injuries 
which befall a person iu broad daylight on 
a street or way which the city could in no 
way have averted.” 

Here let me state that be had walked 
quite a distance and returned nearly to bis 
home. While on Foster street he got 
along ali right until he left the curbing 
which was laid in front of Commissioner 
Ewell’s house, said curbing leaving off at 
land of J. Page. He had gone but a few 
feet beyond the curbivg when he fell. 
Why did he not fall in front of Commis- 
sioner Ewell’s house ‘in broad daylight ?”” 

As your papers go abroad among many 
former residents of Quincy, among whom 
are many of Mr. Pierce’s friends, I would 
like to say a few words regarding Foster 
street, what is now one of the best in the 
city. 

In May and June afterthe accident, the 
steam roller and stone crusher worked a 
long time on this street; the curbing from 
Commissioner Ewell’s was extended to 
Washington street. 

An item from your LepGer, in June, 
says: ‘Foster street is now completed, 
on the north side a sidewalk has been 
built, edge stones laid and paved gutters.’’ 
The worth side was where Mr. Pierce fell. 
This shows what work was done on that 
street after the accident. 

With the great array of city officials who 
acknowledged it was to be a test case, facts 
being wholly unknown to judge or jury, is 
it any wonder that Mr. Pierce lost his 
case? TRUTH, 


Commissioner Prichard, 


Street Commissioner Prichard of Med- 
ford, a former official of this city, urges the 
use of wider tires in his annual report and 
says street sprinkling saves the streets. 

The number of brick catch basins he 
built during the year was 32; 3063 feet of 
drain pipe has been laid; three wooden 
culverts constructed; 260 feet of stone 
culverts built. There are now 124 catch 
basins in the city, and Mr. Prichard recom- 
mends the imperative need of acquiring 
all the water courses used for street drain- 
age. 

No less than 4000 tons of broken stone 
were distributed over the streets. There 
are now 5519 shade trees in the city, and 
the street department has erected 206 new 
protectors and set out 185 trees. 

Mr. Prichard has built 2092 yards of 
sidewalk; laid 4146 feet of edgestones; 716 
yards of concrete street crossings, and 3351 
yards of concrete sidewalks have been 
recoated. Chester avenue has been con- 
structed; Wyman street has been com- 
pleted, also Maple avenue, and Boston 
avenue extension.

This gentleman, after two years’ study 
of the botany ef that region, has brought 
with him a story which, if it be anything 
more than a ‘‘traveler’s tale,’’ may well 
make us thankful that the woods of our 
temperate clime contain nothing more in- 
imical to the integrity of the human form 
than burrs and briars. He tells of a 
strange plant which he found in one of the 
swamps surrounding the Nicaragna Lake. 

While hunting for specimens he heard 
his dog cry out, as if in agony, from 
adistance. Running to the spot whence 
the animal’s cries came, Mr. Dunstan 
found him enveloped in a perfect net- 
work of what seemed to be a fine, rope- 
like tissue of roots and fibers. The plant 
or vine seemed composed entirely of bare, 
interlacing stems, resembling more than 
anything else the branches of the weep- 
ing willow denuded of its foliage, but of 
a dark, pearly black hue, and covered 
with a thick, viscid gum that exuded 
from the pores. Drawing his knife, Mr. 
Dunstan attempted to cut the poor beast 
free, but it was with the very greatest 
difficulty that he managed to sever the 
fleshy muscular fibers of the plant. 
When the dog was extricated from the 
coils of the plant, Mr. Dunstan saw to 
his horror that its body was blood 
stained, while the skin appeared to be 
actually sucked or puckered in spots, and 
the animal staggered as if from exhaus- 
tion, In cutting the vine the twigs 
curled like living, sinuous fingers about 
Mr. Dunstan’s hand, and it required 
no slight force to free the members from 
their clinging grasp, which left the flesh 
red and blistered. The tree, it seems, 
is well known to the natives, who relate 
many stories of its death-dealing powers. 
Its appetite is voracious and insatiable, 
and in five minutes it will suck the 
nourishment froma large lump of meat, 
rejecting the carcass as a spider does that 
of a used-up fly.

New Dorchester. 


Mr. Thomas W. Bicknell has written a 
series of historical articles for the Dorches- 
ter Beacon, from which we copy the follow- 
ing paragraphs: 

The great crises in the history of Dor- 
chester occurred on its annexation to Bos- 
ton, Jan. 1870, an account of which 
closed a town life of nearly two and a half 
centuries and ushered in New Dorchester, 
in distinction from Dorchester, Old Dor- 
chester, and Good Old Dorchester, the rep- 
resentative name of its natural and pro- 
gressive development. It was not without 
a severe struggle that the town government 
was laid aside and the people of Dorches- 
ter became a part of the greater municipal- 
ity, the city of Boston. The older inhabi- 
tants felt a natural and an inherited pride 
in the history and institutions of the old 
town. It was the town of the first free 
school in America, and according to good 
authority of the first town meeting in 
America. 

The Mathers were of the earlier stock, 
and Edward Everett and John Lothrop 
Motley were among her honored ones of a 
later day. Under their town government, 
the people had won a good name among the 
towns of the Commonwealth for public 
spirit, general prosperity and patriotism. 
The farms were fruitful, the markets 
favorable, taxes were low and the people 
were contented. But the new-comers to 
Dorchester were not possessed of the tra- 
ditional spirit of the townspeople and they 
were not uvwilling to change the ancient 
landmarks, and to advocate a new policy 
for the town. 

Boston was a near, a goodly city with an 
honorable history. Boston had tolerable 
streets; Dorchester country roads, in part 
and seasons intolerable. Boston had Co- 
chituate water; Dorchester drank from the 
wells of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, Bos- 
ton had a mayor and aldermen; Dorchester 
only selectmen from time immemorial. 
Boston had sewage and gas; Dorchester 
might have, in place of surface drains 
and kerosene lamps. Boston had a 
belted-billy police; Dorchester a town con- 
stable withouta star. Boston had a paid 
fire department with steam fire engines and 
horses to draw them; Dorchester had hand 
engines, with mento pulland work them. 
Boston had better schools, better teachers, 
better school supervisors, better school 
houses. Boston had better houses, better 
stores, concerts, lectures, more work and 
better pay for the laboring man, and the 
rich man of Dorchester could sign ‘* Bos- 
ton” against his name in New York and 
London. So said the annexationist and 
more as he pictured the millennium of mu- 
nicipal bliss, the chanze for the purgatori- 
al trials of suburban country life, four 
miles from the Hub. 

The two extremes of society in Dorches- 
ter favored annexation and voted for it, 
the richest and the poorest, while the 
middle class, the farmers, the store-keepers 
and such as had grown up in the town in 
their employ opposed the movement, The 
several villages were the centres of hot dis- 
cussion and often of hot actions and each 
party had its Lancaster and York to lead 
the contest. 

In June 1869, a special town-meeting was 
called at the town house on the Upper 
Road to decide the ‘To Be” or “‘Not to 
Be” of the town. Bya narrow majority 
on a large vote, the annexationists carried 
the day, and by their success the farm-bar- 
ons of Dorchester were destined to ex- 
change farms for fortunes, and the village 
life of the people was surrendered for the 
incoming of a population that would 
finally fill the chasms existing between the 
eight or ten little feudal strongholds and 
in good time to unite all in the ties of a 
broader, larger, and deeper municipal life. 

Dorchester gave to Boston 5614 acres of 
land, more than one-fifth of all that the 
city now posseses. 

In 1860 Dorchester had a population of 
9769; in 1865, 10,900 and it is estimated 
that in 1870, the population was about 
12,000. The exact figures cannot be given 
for the census of Dorchester is included 
in that of Boston in 1870. 


Fresh ‘Eggs.

All eggs sent from my poultry farm, says 
Bessie Brown, in New York Tribune, I 
guarantee to be perfectly fresh, offering 
one dollar each for eggs found to be other- 
wise, If soiled, they are carefully washed. 
Allare marked with date they were laid, 
and placed in boxes. These boxes are of 
wood with two compartments, each holding 
two and one-half dozen ezgs. A white 
linen napkin is spread over the bottom, the 
eggs placed in as compactly as possible, 
and the napkin then folded over them. 
My customers look pleased just to see the 
boxes opened, disclosing the pearly beauties 
in their nest of snowy whiteness. I readily 
get the highest market price and have not 
been able to supply the demand. It pays 
to spend so much time in preparing them ; 
not only in pleasure and satisfaction, but 
in cash. Jt requires but a few miuutes 
each day to do the marking, even with pen 
and ink, The work may be facilitated by 
using a stamp. 


Our Wood Pulp Industry. 


The vastness of our wood pulp industry, 
which is but comparatively a few years 
old, is probably not realized by people not 
directly interested in it. At first, wood 
pulp was used entirely in the manufacture 
of newspapers, but now it is employed for 
manifold purposes. Its use bids fair to be 
large for moldings, and it is being made 
into barrels, tubs, pails, washboards, water 
pipes, doors, caskets, carriage bodies, flour 
coverings and furniture, imitations of 
leather, cloth and silk have been made from 
it. Successful experiments have been made 
wherein it has been used in the manufac- 
ture of armor plates. 

Thus we see the uses to which wood pulp 
can be put are almost unlimited. The 
great consumers of wood pulp at present 
are the paper manufacturers, who consume 
about ninety per cent. of the total preduc- 
tion. Most paper made today, from the 
woody newspaperup tothe fine grades of 
writing paper contain more or less of this 
ingredient. The industry naturally is enor- 
mous. At present there are fully 238 mills 
in the country, and quite a number build- 
ing. The total capacity of these mills is 
about four million pounds per day, at which 
rate they consume one million cords of 
wood a year. 

These figures show an increase in the 
business of sbout five hundred per cent. iu 
the past eight years, and the same time in 
the future bids fair to see even greater 
strides than this. It is but four years 
since sulphite wood pulp has been made, 
yet now there are twenty-nine mills manu- 
facturing it and twelve in course of erection.

The geographical location of the Sand- 
wich islands certainly makes it of great 
mutual advantage to the people of the 
islands and the United States that they 
should be annexed to this country. It is 
said that there is no objection to the an 
nexation except by England, and that her 
objection is yery weakly grounded. The 
islands lie 2100 miles southwest from San 
Francisco. There are eleven of them in 
all, 75 to 150 miles apart, the entire popu- 
lation being about 100,000, comprising 
45,000 natives, 20,000 Chinese, 15,000 Jap- 
anese, 5000 Americans, and the rest prin- 
cipally French, German and English. The 
islands, by their comparative nearness to 
the United States, seem to naturally be- 
long to it. They are nearer to Sa: 
cisco than Alaska, our northy 
possession. It is said that Hawaii, 
debt of more than $3,000,000, whi 
course, will have to be assumed if | 
becomes a star in our constellation. 

The population of Hawaii, from an edu- 
cational standpoint, is said to be less illit- 
erate than that of New York; and more, 
it is the most generally educated pop- 
ulation in the world. Taking Hawaii, all 
in all, it is claimed that she is better fitted 
to be a state of the Union than Utah, New 
Mexico or Arizona. This is claiming a 
good deal for an island the native popu- 
lation of which but little more than a 
hundred years ago were cannibals, but it 
is susceptible of proof. 

Hawaii has got the most perfect climate 
in the world, and Pearl harbor, which al- 
ready belongs to the United States, is the 
best naval station in the entire Pacific, 
and only six days’ steaming from San 
Francisco harbor. It looks!as if Uncle 
Sam had better let Hawaii in. 

Under the present condition of things, 
there seems to be but one of two things, 
for the United States to do. Either Ha- 
waii must be annexed, as the people there 
desire, or they must be sustained in their 
movement for independence against any 
foreigu power which should seek to inter- 
fere.— Mallen Press. 


Coldest for Years. 

The monthly report of the Hatch Ex- 
periment Station, Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College, at Amherst, says: 

The month of January has been one of the 
coldest experienced for years; the temper- 
ature fell below normal on the 4th and did 
not rise above that point till the 24th; the 
lowest reading recorded was 13 degrees _be- 
low zero, The cold was of long duration 
but during this period the temperature was 
remarkably uniform, the daily ranges were 
small and no sudden fluctuations occurred. 
The frost penetrated the ground to the 
depth of four feet in many places. 

Severe gales were experienced on the Ist 
and 2d but with few exception 
month was free from high winds. 

The total snowfall was 15 1-4 inches; 
four inches were measured at the middle of 
of the month and seven inches at its close. 
The greatest amount of snow fell on the 
10th. 

The rainfall was about normal. 


Doesn’t Know His Own 

The question was asked the other day, 
What well-known public man in Massachu- 
setts is it who does not know his own 
name? ‘The question was a puzzler to the 
group of ladies and gentlemen assembled 
on a pleasant cottage veranda, but the an- 
swer to it is found in a strange romance in 
the family story of the Hon. William Wal- 
lace Crapo. Some six generations ago a 
barque was wrecked in a furious storm off 
the south side of Cap Cod. The only sur- 
vivor of the wreck was a baby boy, and the 
only clue to his antecedents was the French 
flag which the vessel carried. The simple 
people who reseued the little one, for lack 
of a better name, called him what they 
always called a Frenchman—Johonie Cra- 
paud. Under that name he grew up and 
founded a prosperous and useful family. In 
common with nearly all the continental 
family names which were brought to this 
country early in its history, the name of 
Crapaud has been modified, and for 100 
years or more the descendents of the Cape 
Cod foundling have been known by the 
name of Crapo, the New Bedford states- 
man being the head of the house at the 
presenttime. His father, by the way, go- 
ing to Michigan some 40 years ago, gained 
great wealth and popularity in the Wolver- 
ine State, and in the sixties was twice 
elected its governor. He died before the 
expiration of his second term, and the 
most onerous duties of Mr. Crapo of New 
Bedford since then have been, perhaps, 
related to the management of his father’s 
estate.

Name. 


History of St. Valentine. 


St. Valentine was an Italian priest who 
suffered martyrdom at Rome in 270, or at 
Terni in 306, writes Florence Wilson in the 
February Ladies’ Home Journal. His- 
torians differ as to the date. Legend 
amplifies, by dwelling on the virtues of his 
life and the manner of his death, and tells 
bow he was brought before the Emperor 
Claudius II, who asked why he did not 
cultivate his friendship by honoring his 
gods. As Valentine pleaded the cause of 
the one true God earnestly, Calpburnius, 
the priest, cried out that he was seducing 
the Emperor, whereupon he was sent to 
Asterius to be judged. To him Valentine 
spoke of Christ, the light of the world and 
Asterius said: ‘If he be the light of the 
world, He will restore the light to my 
daughter, who has been blind for two years.”’ 
The maiden was brought, and after Valen- 
tine prayed and laid hands on her she 
received her sight. Then Asterius asked 
that he and his household might be 
baptized, whereat the Emperor being en- 
raged, caused all to be imprisoned, and 
Valentine to be beaten with clubs. He 
was beheaded a year later at Rome on Feb- 
ruary 14, 270. 

History, having little to tell concerning 
the man, makes amends by dwelling at 
length on the ceremonies obgerved on this 
day. They trace the origin of these to the 
Roman Lupercalia, celebrated in February, 
at which one practice was to put the 
names of women ina box to be drawn by 
the men, each being bound to serve and 
honor the woman whose name he had 
drawn. 


In Paris a novel apparatus bas been

About 85 
per cent. of our 383,217 school children of 
all ages arein these schools.

For the Patriot. 
Annexation of Squantum. 


Quincy, Feb. 17, 1893. 
To the Editor Quincy Patriot: 


Dear Sir: In justice to the residents 
of Squantum who have petitioned the Leg- 
islature for annexation to Boston, your ed- 
itorial of last week cannot go unanswered. 

It is rather unjust that the residents 
there are accused of wishing to turn 
Squantum into “a beer garden ”’ as you) 
put it, when the fact is that for the peti 
five years quite an extersive ‘‘beer garden” 
has been in existence doing a lively trade 
Sundays and holidays—making the lives of 
the respectable residents there a burden, 
and going on openly, undisturbed by the 
police or residents of either Atlantic or 
Quincy ; and doing much injury to the en- 
tire place, until last summer, when by the 
persistent efforts of these Boston residents 
and some of the rery signers of this peti- 
tion, the nuisance was broken up and 
brought to an end, so that peace and quiet- 
ness should prevail in Squantum upon the 
Sabbath day. 

To thick that these property owners 
should allow their summer homes to be 
used for any such purpose now is absurd, 
and unjust to these ladies and gentlemen 
who have held their estates there for thirty 
years, and have during the last ten years at 
least, been even deprived of peaceful en- 
joyment of their homes in summer, be- 
cause the City of Quincy has never given 
them any suitable police protection. 

This is one of the reasons for their desire 
for annexation to Boston, to have a police 
force by day and night. 

But their principal grievance is the same | 
feeling of injustice which led our forefath- 
ers in 1776 to throw the tea overboard in 
Boston harbor : “* Taxation without Rep- 
resentation.” 

Squartum lies pn from Quincy and is 
never represented % city affairs. Probably 
not one-half of the residents of Quincy 
are aware that very often the road to 
Squantum, sometimes by day and some- 
times by night, is utterly impassable. For 
instance, on Dec 7th, 8th and 9h of last 
year for three hours at noon time, there 
were three feet of salt water over half a 
mile of the ‘* Causeway’’ leading to Squan- 
tum. The residents there cannot even 
have a varnished carriage, for at any mo- 
ment they may be obliged to drive through 
the salt water ; and at all times of the year 
the road is covered with sait water mud, 
ice, driftwood and.sea weed. People who 
bave no horses, at such times have to often 
wait for hours to reach their homes. 

Quincy never spends a dollar on Squan- 
tum except to send a few children to 
school. Her streets are not lighted except 
by six feeble oil lamps, 
apait. 

The residents of Squantum know full 
well that the City of Quiney can be com- 
pelled by the law to raise the Causeway for 
six feet throughout its entire length, mak- 
ing it above tbe level of the sea and safe 
for foot passengers at all times. To do 
this, so experts say, will require an outlay 
of at least $30,000. 

Now the question for the thoughtful 
consideration of the taxpayers of the City 
of Quincy is this: will it be sound policy 
Lo oppose this annexation, and in view of 
the present debt of the City of Quincy, 
should there be an additional debt of $30,- 
000 more added ? 

‘These petitioners having had competent 
legal advice know just where they stand, 
and if they are not allowed to go into Bos- 


loag distances 


ton are in a position to compel Quincy to 
build a new road to Squantum.

Quincy L. and D. Society. 


The regular meeting of the Quincy Liter- 
ary society was held on Saturday evening. 
President McKenzie in the chair. The 
business for the evening was an essay on 
‘Municipal Ownership”? by Councilman 
John O'Connell. This subject is one of 
great importance to every citizen and merits 
their careful consideration. Mr. O'Connell 
is an ardent advocate of municipal owner- 
ship and supports his views by reference 
to statistics and experience in a manner 
which is at once forcible and convincing. 

At the outset of his paper he spoke of 
the difficulty of dealing with the problem 
of the ever increasing municipal expendi- 
ture, and said: ‘It is quite a common 
thing for worthy citizens to write to their 
daily paper exhorting the city fathers to 
reduce the tax rate, but what good does it 
do? It is well to say reduce the taxes, but 
it is said to no purpose unless it can be 
shown how taxes can be reduced. It is 
generally supposed that the increase in the 
burden of taxation in our cities is due to 
corruption. This may be a partial explan- 
ation but very imperfect and incomplete. 

The growth of municipal expenditure is 
a part of the growth of civilization, and is 
likely to continue for an indefinite period. 

We must reduce taxes, but how? There 
isa very simple way, and the American 
city which first enters upon it and keeps to 
it persistently and systematically is going 
to have a tremendous advantage over its 
competitors. Itis the full and complete 
utilization of natural monopolies for the 
benefit of the public. This is THE way 
and the only way to reduce taxes. The 
principle which should guide us is very 
simple ; it is to exact from every monopo- 
ly using public property full compensation. 
What does this mean? It means this: mak- 
ing just as good terms for the public as a 
private individual would make for himself. 
Short terminal leases are the kind private 
men give, and thus keep control of their 
own property, yet witness the carelessness 
and indifference of the general public upon 
this matter, The use of a street in a city 
ought to be worth many thousands of dol- 
lars a year in rent; if a private individual 
owned it, he would charge full value for it. 
Why should the city do less? Gas supply 
and electric lights are of the same nature, 
only that cities should make provision to 
acquire works of their own, and not wait 
for the expensive lesson which experience 
gives before they act. ” 

The essayist then went on to prove by 
facts and figures that in those cities where 
the municipalities control the lighting, wa- 
ter supply and other systems, the citizens 
have had a much better service at a much 
lower price than when controlled by pri- 
vate corporations. ‘*‘ Nor should we stop 
here,’’ says he; ‘‘to furnish heat, power 
and street car transportation are not only 
within the scope of legitimate legislation, 
but the practical establishment and opera- 
tion of such under municipal control would 
prove a source of economy and convenience 
to the entire community.”’ 

1: conclusion Mr O'Connell says: 
“Tue most common cause of mu- 
niiival misrule in this country, is 
the indifference and lack of spirited 
interest in municipal affairs by the mass of 
the people, and the only way to make 
people take an interest in anything, is to 
give them a personal interest in it, It is 
the divorce of the citizens political from 
bis every day practical interests that ac- 
counts for the lack of public spirit. Com- 
bine his practical interests with his politics 
and he will give the same attention 
to both. In proportion as you can make 
the political corperation the business cor- 
poration, you solve all political problems.” 

The discussion on this subject proved 
very popular, nearly all the members ex- 
pressing their opinions thereon. A large 
majority of the speakers favored the ideas 
ofthe essayist, contending that municipal 
ownership and control of certain industries 
would be much to the advantage of the 
public generally. On the other hand a few 
of the members advocated the individualis- 
tic idea, in preference to the communal. 
They cited the well known fact that in 
certain cases when the government have 
done their own work, it has cost more 
than double what it would, had it been 
done by private contract. It was further 
argued that municipal government as a 
rule are so notoriously corrupt, that they are 
incapable of honestly using the power they 
already possess, and to increase their re- 
sponsibility would only lead to more cor- 
ruption and abuse of authority. . 

The intelligent interest manifested in 
this debate shows that toa certain extent, 


at least, men are beginning to give earnest 
heed to this question of municipal and 
national ownership. Whether the adop- 
tion of the communal system would give 
all the good results its advocates claim, 
may be open to question, but there is no 
question whatever about the iniquity of 
the present system and the need for a radi- 
cal change. Municipal ownership has ad- 
milttedly given good results in the matters 
of lighting and water supply, and why 
would it not give equally good results in 
other lines as well ? 

It may be that in the case of cities erect- 
ing buildings for themselves the cost would 
be a little more than if done by contract, 
but what of it? The work is done satis- 
factorily, and men get a fair remuneration 
for their labor. On the other hand con- 
tractors take work cheap, and to get 
their profit they will try to use inferior 
material, and hire the cheapest labor they 
can get in the market, 


The outrageous prices charged for some 
of the necessaries of life at the present 
time speak with no uncertain language of 
the evils of a system which permits cer- 
tain individuals to monopolize a certain 
product, and charge for it as they please 
regardless of everything save their own 
interests. But these evils will in time, I 
believe, work their own cure, monopolists 
and greedy members of corporations may 
for atime rage and imagine vain things, 
but the time will surely come when the 
voice of the people shall say emphatically: 
“These things shall not be.” J. M.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House, 


Boston, Feb. 16, 1893. 


It is not certain yet that the petition of 
Gottlieb F, Burkhart and others for the 
annexation of a part of Quincy to Boston 
will not be heard by the present legisla- 
ture. Senator Kittredge of Suffork has 
procured a reconsideration of the refusal 
of the senator to admit the petition, and 
on his further motion the matter has been 
laid on the table. It can be taken up at 
any time when the question will be on 
concurring with the House in admitting 
the petition. 

Thursday afternoon the Fast day question 
was finally settled for this year, by the 
refusal of the House to reconsider the 
defeat of the bill to abolish the day. 
After they had done this, as it would not 
have been expected to have two holidays 
near each other in April, the House re- 
considered its vote to make April 19 a 
legal holiday, and killed the bill by a large 
majority. So matters stand just as they 
have been and there is a year in which the 
Fast day abolitionists can agitate the 
matter. 

More life is apparent this year in the 
wove for biennial state election than was 
shown last year. Petitions for the change 
have been presented with the names of 
Henry L. Pierce, J. Q. A. Brackett, George 
S. Hale, Samuel Bowles, Archibald M. 
Howe and others of high standing in the 
state. Thus farno written remonstrance 
has been made, but the labor organizations 
pretty much as whole are against the plan 
and for two years they have been numerou:- 
ly represented at the committee hearings. 

The old conflict over taxation matters 
has been renewed already on both sides. 
On the one hand is the effort to exempt 
municipal bonds from taxation and on 
the other a move to renew the + doomage 
bill, to get at the namesof fortign stocks 
so they can be taxed and to defeat the 
proposed municipal bond exemption. The 
State grange is officially represented by 
ex-Senator Stockwell and most of the 
farmers seem to be arrayed against the city 
people. 

With short debate and little favor the 
House, killed the bill to abolish days of 
grace on business paper. 

The encounter over the abolition of the 
executive council was wholly of a partisan 
nature, and it was evident from the outset 
to the experienced eye that the speakers 
were talking to the outside public more 
than to the members who heard them. 
It was amusing to see the way in which 
Mr. Charles of Boston, who led the Demo- 
cratic minority of the committee on con- 
Stitutional amendments, nominally depre- 
cated the introduction of politics into the 
debate, and yet did himself the very thing 
he hoped would not be done. It looked, 
too, as if he madea political issue inten- 
tionally, for he said that the Democratic 
party had determined to make a stand as a 
party for the abolition of the council. 
Very likely this will be the main issue upon 
which the Democrats will go to the state in 
the fall and hence every move which they 
make now is of importance. 

But the question was not really debated 
much below the surface. The Democrats 
protested against limiting the power of the 
governor by ‘‘a lot of assistant governors; ”’ 
they criticised the council as a place for 
shelving antiquated politicians, and they 
made a small point on the expense. Most 
of all they relied on Republican support 
and quoted Charles Sumner, Henry 
Wilson and John D, Long on their side. 
They went back and cited Daniel Webster 
and Marcus Morton also. The Republi- 
cans spoke only briefly. Mr. Bliss of 
Boston turned neatly the argument from 
Long, by saying that the Republican party 
did not follow his recommendation. But 
the main point of the Republicans, made 
especially by Mr. Bennett of Everett, was 
that the Democrats, in their proposition, 
had no confirming power at all for the 
governor's appointments. Ag the party 
lines were drawn strictly, the Democratic 
resolve to abolish the council was defeated 
by 63 to 132, on party lines, except that 
Messrs. Forley of Orange and Brown of 
Fall River, Republican and Independent 
Republican respectively, voted with the 
Democrats. 

A movement seems to have been organ- 
ized in different parts of the state to give 
school committees power to select land for 
school buildings, to make the contracts, to 
supervise the erection, to have the care of 
the buildings when finished and to have 
the employment and oversight of the jani- 
tors and other employes. Petitions for 
these powers have come in from widely 
different points. 

Wednesday afternoon the Senate reached 
the House resolutions in favor of the an- 
nexation of the Sandwich Islands and, 
without a word of debate, refused to 
concur in admitting them. It is the feeling 
among the conservative members that 
whether annexation is desirable or not, 
the government at Washington understands 
the case much better than the Massachu- 
setts legislature and that it would be 
ruining before they were sent if they 
should volunteer to give the government 
their opinion. . 

Wednesday afternoon the Woman 
Suffrage committee reported its bill for 
Municipal Suffrage for women. The di- 
vision in the committee was on straight 
party lines, all the Republicans in favor of 
the bill and all the Democrats against it. 
This is an unusual fact, for the question of 
party has never come into the issue before 
to any appreciable extent, and there 
seems to be no reason for an exception this 
year. 

An adverse report has been made by the 
insurance committee, on the scheme to 
insure salaries to clerks who happen to be 
thrown out of employment. RULE.

Will Get Many Benefits. 


Better service, both local and through, 
lower rates, quick connections, greater and 
more immediate improvements and a 
simpler insurance against loss in transpor- 
tation are among the manifest advantages 
that Massachusetts will derive from this 
union of the Old Colony and New York, 
New Haven & Hartford interests. Each 
one of these benefits naturally comes right 
home to every man who rides on the trains 
or who ships a pound of frieght over the 
Old Colony railroad, because they are in- 
novations which, while impossible before, 
are now only reasonable to expect from a 
corporation with larger lines and connec- 
tions. 

For every town in southeastern Massa- 
chusetts this means an interest and a pro- 
prietorship in a railroad clear through 
to Harlem river. This, of course, means 
an extension of the business field and con- 
sequently a decided advapce in the de- 
velopment of the territory that the Old 
Colony covers in Massachusetts. Be- 
cause it will be to the advantage of the 
Consolidated road to divert business to and 
from these towns—in other words there 
will be a strong incentive to develop our 
towns and watering places which never 
existed before. The union of capital by 
the Consolidated, the New York, Provi- 
dence & Boston and the Old Colony be- 
came a matter of necessity, as there was so 
much interchange of business and each 
wanted an arbitrary rate on short hauls, so 
that pro rata charges by each on through 
business was impossible. This can be bet- 
ter explained by this illustration. 

A man in Brockton, Middleboro, Taun- 
ton, Plymouth, Fall River, New Bedford, 
or in fact any town on the line has a con- 
signment of grain coming to him from the 
West. It is delivered through the Con- 
solidated road at Harlem River, and they 
in turn deliver to the Old Colony at South 
Framingham or perbaps Walpole. The 
Old Colony in hauling it to the destina- 
tion bas to carry it such a short distance 
that in order to compensate themselves an 
arbitrary charge is made, in advanee of 
what the pro rata would be. This is 
necessary on account of the two distinct 
hauls. Now, underthe union, their will 
be but one haul. The Old Colony 
can receive freight at Harlem River 
point on their present line at one through 
rate, because they will own and operate 
the road clear through. This would not 
only naturally cheapen rates, but it opens 
up southeastern Massachusetts to all the 
great interior points by itsconnections. At 
the same time quicker delivery of freight 
must be an inevitable result of the union. 
Take the Cape district for instance. There 
will be a saving of nearly twelve hours in 
transit. Asa matter of facta Cape man 
has had practically no option as to how he 
would ship his cranberries. He delivered 
them to the Old Colony road, and if they 
were going west they naturall sent them 
over there own entire line, the Fall River 
line. 

Under the new order of things he can 
send by either boat or rail and the Old 
Colony will not try to steer them over the 
Fall River line, but if he is in a hurry they 
will rush the shipment through by their all- 
rail line as it is to their interest only to get 
them tothe destination with the greatest 
despatch. By owning the through road 
there won’t need to be any wait for connec- 
tions, but the through freight can be rushed 
right along. ‘There will bea great saving 
the line. That is a 
great point that makes thjs union advanta- 
geous to all places on the present Old 
Colony system. 

Another thing that.people do not always 
think about is this. I send some goods to 
New York and of course deliver it to the 
Old Colony. <A year agothey delivered it 
to the New York, Providence & Boston, 
I 
find that my goods have been damaged in 
transportation, but when I go to the Old 
Colony about it, they say that they de- 
livered it in good order and the other roads 
maintain the same thing. How am I 
going to collect damages? Now all I have 
got to do is to go to the Old Colony freight 
agent and say: I gave youthese goods in 
perfect condition and they were damaged 
in transportation as you did not deliver 
them in New York inthe condition you 
received them. That is a great insurance 
I think against loss. 

Under this union Lowell, Fitchburg and 
places on the northern division obtained 
what they never had before, a complete 
through line, operated from Massachusetts 
and alive to their local iuterests. 

An equal if not a greater benefit in the 
passenger service may be expected. By 
the same theory of better facilities and a 
joint interest in both terminals, that would 
seem to mean cheaper freight rates, the 
improvement in the passenger department 
isassured. Itis understood that a thurough 
service will be inaugurated from all the 
principal points on the Old Colony, and 
through tickets sold at rates not heretofore 
possible under the divided interests. 

Economy in management and operation 
makes these reductions possible, as Gen- 
eral Manager Kendrick, it is understood, 
will operate trains through to the Thames 
River instead of shifting at Providence, as 
at present, and this isa comfortable run 
foratrain. It costsno more for fuel and 
wear and tear to run atrain through than 
to keep it shifting around at Providence 
for several hours. 

More mileage will be obtained at a less 
cost. Obviously there will be a great 
chance for saving in the clerical and ac- 
countant force. Only one force will be 
necessary to handle the many accounts of 
the two roads and reports to legislatures, 
and interstate reports will be greatly sim- 


plified. At present it requires a large force 
employed by each road to simply keep up 
the accounts and balances in the business 
between the two corporations, and these 
can be dispensed with entirely. 

This large increase of business which 
the Old Colony will get from the Harlem 
River terminus will necessitate big im- 
provements immediately along the line. 


More money will be spent on all portions 
of road than there otherwise could be. On 
the whole, Massachusetts does well to ap- 
prove of this extension of the Old Colony 
lines to New York. 


Poor Railroad Facilities. 


The grocers and business men of the city 
are complaining of the want of necessary 
railroad facilities, and it is understood that 
the Grocers’ association has petitioned the 
Old Colony officials to improve them. 

The trouble seems to be that there is not 
side track room enougk at the Quincy de- 
pot to accommodate the large amount of 
freight that is daily shipped to this city. 

The shippers in Boston do not recognize 
the difference between Quincy, South 
Quincy and West Quincy, and when they 
ship their goods they are simply marked 
Quincy. This results in much inconven- 
ience for the business men of the South 
and West and they are delayed to a consid- 
erable extent. Then another thing, when 
the side tracks at Quincy are full, the cars 
are side-tracked at Braintree until there is 
room at Quincy, which in some cases is 
two or three days. 

There are many schemes to do away with 
the difficulty, but the best seems to be to 
consolidate the Quincy and Quincy Adams 
freight depots, and then build a side track 
from near the pamping station across the 
fields to the Granite branch. Then have a

Two distincl measures of legislation 
have enabled this step to be taken. 
was the Postal Aid law of the late Re- 
publican Congress, offering a subsidy of 
four dollars per mile for carrying the mail 
and Europe. This placed American sbip- 
with British concerns, which had long been 
heavily subsidized by their own Govern- 
ment. Then in the Fifty-second Congress, 
a year ago, aspecial bill was passed grant- 
ing American registry to foreign-built 
ships of at least 8000 tons burden and 20 
knots speed belonging to corporations not 
less than 90 per cent, of whose stock was 
owned by American citizens. This bill 
was intended to cover solely and exclusively 
the two Inman liners City of New York 
and City of Paris, though the Inman Line 
was not specifically named.

shipyards steamships of an equal aggregate 
tonnage.

The Inman Company has fulfilled its 
agreement and even gone beyond it. Two 
ships like the New York and the Paris 
were ail @at the law required, but Mr. 
James ry aM Jr., Vice-President of 
the company, announces that instead of 
building two vessels in American shipyards 
it is proposed to construct six. Work up- 
on three of them is to be begun immediate- 
ly at the great Cramp yard in Philadelphia. 
Contracts were signed this week and de- 
signs and specifications are in readiness. 
Mr. Cramp says that they differ in some 
respects from the British vessels, and will 
show their nationality at a glance. They 
will probably have more sheer than tbe 
Clyde-built crafts and will appear less an- 
gular and more graceful. Each of the four 
ships first constructed will be 511 feet long 
63 feet wide and 42 feet deep, with 26 feet 
draught of water. Their gross register 
will be 10,665 tons, or somewhat more than 
the New York and Paris, and their dis- 
placement 14,538 ton. They will carry 472 
first class, 216 second class and 500 third 
class passengers, and their freight capacity 
will be 125 tops greater than that of the 
older ships. The fifth vessel will be a 
monster, and in point of speed it is expect- 
ed to distance all ships now built or build- 
ing. Fully 31,000 tons of steel will be re- 
quired for the construction of the new fleet 
and the huge size of the order has enabled 
the builders, so it is said, to procure their 
material at more favorable figures than it 
could be imported, duty free.—Boston 
Journal.

Hon. Charles Francis Adams, Chairman 
Quincy Park Commission, 

My Dear Sin :—In accordance with 
your request I have persunally inspected 
the shores of Quincy Bay from Moon 
Island around to Nut Island, and I now 
beg leave to submit the following report 
upon the nature of this coast, together 
with certain recommendations as to the fu- 
ture development thereof. 

The City of Quincy is most favorably 
placed. Behind her rise the rocky ridges 
of the Blue Hills, beside her on either 
band flow the Neponset and Weymouth 
rivers and at her feet is spread the Bay. 
The accompanying map displays the pecu- 
liar symmetry of the situation. The pen- 
insula of Squantum, beside the mouth of 
the Neponset, is matched by that of 
Hough's Neck, beside the mouth of Wey- 
mouth river. Hangman's Island lies near- 
ly in the middle of the space embraced by 
the two peninsulas ; and Black’s Creek, 
the only considerable break in the shore 
line of the Bay, again lies near the middle 
both of the Bay’s curve and of tie city. 
Just here too there appears 


Another Fortunate Feature. 


in the geography of Quincy, namely, the 
deep valley of Furnace Brook, a stream

which seems to have been made to flow 
where it is on purpose to provide the inbabi- 
tants of the interior region of West Quincy 
and East Milton with an easy and beauti- 
ful route to the central portion of the Bay 
shore. The existing Adams street follows 
first one side and then the other side of 
this valley, by a route which involves many 
ascents and descen’s; but when the city 
shall have taken possession of the bottom of 
the valley, as it should for sanitary reasons 
(if for no other), it will then be possible to 
lay out a road which by following the stream 
will avoid all ups and downs, and by which 
Black’s Creek and the Bay will be reached 
very pleasantly aud easily. Streams. like 
Furnace Brook are awkward things in 
cities. They cannot safely be a'lowed to 
be walled up and arched over by private 
abuttors ; as was proved a few years since 
when Stony Brook in Boston burst its 
bonds and flooded a densely populated dis- 
trict, causing a large loss of property and 
putting Boston to the expense of enlarging 
and rebuilding the whole length of the 
channel. They can be made and kept 
surely safe and clean, oply where they are 
owned by the public ; and, where they are 
so owned, a drive along one or both sides 
of the stream naturally comes in time, 
Private enterprise, desirous of reaping high 
prices for building iand situated ‘on the 
slepes of brook valleys, has adopted this 
sensible treatment in several instances, 
ané the city of Newton is just now carrying 
out a work of this kind along her Cheese- 
cake Brook, 


It Seems to me Very Evident 


that Quincy should at least possess herself 
of this valley before it becomes more thickly 
inbabited. 

“Descending now this valley of approach, 
the tide is met at the old dam of Black's 
Creek about half a mile from the open bay. 
Here there is a charming view down the 
Creek, comprising a distant glimpse of the 
Bay, with perbaps a sail or two, the wind- 
ing Creek itself and its accompanying salt 
meadows, Lwo or Liiee bosis moored in 
the Creek, and for a frame a varied bank 
of oaks, pines and cedars on either hand. 
There is no better composed landscape in 
all the neighborhood of Boston ; and cer- 
tainly there is none prettier. 

Should not the City of Quincy own and 
control this bit of scenery, lying as it does 
on the way tothe Bay? The northern and 
western bank of the Creek for half the dis- 
tance from Hancock street to the Bay is, 
indeed, already in the possession of the 
Park ; 
but the two knolls or islands of oak woods 
which lie seaward from the park and make 
part of its are still in private 
hands, as is all the southern and eastern 
shore of the Creek. To defend the outlook 
from the existing Park and at the same 
time to preserve the beautiful picture of 
Black’s Creek, it will be advisable for the 
city to acquire by gift or purchase the land 
between the stream and entrance to the 


city, being a part of Merrymount

Mt. Wollaston es’ate, and from this point 
seaward a strip along the wooded bluff 
averaging three hundred feet in width. 
Butler road continued to the Mt. Wollaston 
entrance would thus become the boudary 
of the Park, and a similar road might ulti- 
mately become the boundary along the Mt 
Wollaston bluffs. Houses fronting on the 
reservation would naturally follow the 
opening of such bounding roads, and in 
this way a consummation most advanta- 
geous to all concerned would be reached. 
Black’s Creek would be preaerved to de- 
light the people of the future, the outlook 
from the knolls of Merrymount would be 
saved from threatened disfigurement, and 
real estate along the new park border 
would be greatly increased in 


Value and Attractiveness. 


On the opposite or northern side of Mer- 
rymount Park the situation is much the 
same. Here the northern arm of Black’s 
Creek, with its accompanying salt marsh, 
penetrates the main land almost up to Fen- 
noe street. If the city does not acquire 
this marsh and a strip of the upland be- 
yond it, the view from the northern slopes 
of Merrymount Park will become in time 
greatly disfigured by the backs and back- 
yards of buildings on the upland, if not by 
even more objectionable structures or in- 
dustries established upon the marsh itself, 
Conversely, if the marsh and its border is 
thrown into the reservation, disfigurement 
will be prevented, and the abutting real es- 
tate will be given such a value as will en- 
sure its respectable occupation. Nothing 
need here be added as to the oak knolls 
which lie toward the mouth of the Creek. 
They appear prominently in every view 
from either bank of the stream and their 
permanent conservation is obviously essen- 
tial to the completion of the Park. The 
marsh behind the knolls would also be-just 
as essential as the other marshes already 


mentioned did it not belong to a perma- 
nent institution, the National Sailors’

Water Hearing. 

On Saturday morning, December 3, 
the commissioners visited Quincy and 
accompanied by officials and counsel of the 
city and Water Company viewed the prop- 
erty of the company, including the reser- 
voir and source of supply, and appointed 
Feb. 20, as the date of the first hearing. 

The city’s interest will be looked after 
by Mayor Fairbanks, City Solicitor J. W. 
McAnarney, R. M. Morse, Esq., James EK. 
Cotter, Esq., and Mr. A. E. Howland, the 
engineer who built the works; while those 
of the Water Company will be looked after 
by President J. A. Gordon, Treasurer W. 
L. Faxon, Supt. F. E. Hall, Judge James 
H. Flint, ex-Goy. Robinson and F. P. 
Goulding, Esq. 

The commissioners before whom the 
hearing is held are Judge Lowell, Judge 
Edward Bennett Dean of Boston University 
and Mr. Charles W. Clifford of New 
Bedford. 

The first hearing before Judge Lowell, 
Judge Bennett and Mr. Charles W. Clifford, 
the Commissioners appeinted by the Su- 
preme court to determine what the city 
shall pay for the property of the Quincy 
Water Company was held in the Equity 
room, old court building, Boston, Monday 
mourning at 11 o'clock, 

At the appointed hour the commissioners 
and counsel for the city and Water Com- 
pany were on hand as well as Mayor Fair- 
banks, Percy M. Blake, Water Commis- 
sioner H. W. Whitman, Mrs. W. C. 
McClellan, Dr. Gordon, Dr. Faxon and 
F. E. Hall. 

F. P. Goulding, Esq., one of the counsel 
for the Water Company said that he had 
been caught with a case in court which 
demanded his attention and asthe Water 
Company also refused to release him he 
was somewhat in a predicament. After 
some discussion it was decided to open the 
case and then adjourn. 

Mr. Goulding then opened the case for 
the Water Company. His address to the 
Commissioners in substance was as fol- 
lows: 

After reading the petition for the ap- 
pointment of the commissioners, Mr. 
Goulding said, The City of Quincy voted 
April 30, 1892, to purchase the property 
of the Quincy Water Company. He under- 
stood the question to try was the fair 
market value of all the rights and privileges 
of the company. He would outline the 
property and leave the detail to the 
evidence, 

The act of the city of Quincy 


Took Effect April 30, 


and that is the date the value must be 
placed. The company are entitled to the 
value at that time with interest at 6 per 
cent. Mr. Goulding said he would briefly 
outline the history of the Quincy Water 
Company. It began in 1875, when an arti- 
cle was placed in the warrant for the an- 
nual town meeting to see if the town 
would do anything about providing itself 
with a water supply. The town took no 
action. In 1877 an article was placed in 
the warrant for the annual meeting, to see 
what measures the town would take to 
provide a water supply. Dr, Faxon, who 
was a mover in both these matters, urged 
the necessity of a supply. The matter was 
indefinitely postponed. In 1879 Dr. Fax- 
on and Dr, Gordon united their forces and 
moved the appointment of a committee to 
inspect the sanitary condition of the town. 
This committee made an_ elaborate 
examination of the wells, cesspools, etc., 
and endeavored to arouse tbe town. 
They, however, failed to arouse the slug- 
gish community in this matter. The citi- 
zens thought there was no need of a water 
supply. 

In 1882 a petition was presented to the 
Legislature by Dr. Faxon, Dr. Gordon, 
Charles H. Porter and John O, Holden for 
acharter. When the matter came before 
the water committee only one gentleman 
opposed, He represented that these men 
were cranks and had a bee jn their bonnet, 
and if a limitation of two years was put in 
no harm would be done. The charter was 
granted and these gentlemen attempted to 
give the town another chance, and efforts 
were made to get the town to assume the 
whole franchise, but without result. A 
subscription book was opened in Sept. 
1883, and remained open until December, 
but po one subscribed. When they found 
no sympathy was shown, these four men 

Took the Whole Stock 
themselves. They built the works and had 
them completed in the spring of 1884. 
They included a pumping station and well, 
30 feet in diameter and 22 feet deep; they 
put down 22 miles of pipe ; a pump of the 
capacity of two million gallons per day and 
built the pumping station large enough for 
another pump. They also built a stand 
pipe 60 feet high with a capacity of 430,000 
gallons ; they built the works to meet the 
wants of a growing town, nothing mean 
or shoddy, the work was thoroughly done. 
By their charter they had a right to take so 
much of Town brook as was in Quincy. 
It was soon found the wells were not 
sufficient and in 1886 the charter was 
amended ani the right given them to take 
all of Town brook and its tributaries, a 
little short of one thousand acres. In 
1885, they were given the right to supply 
the town of Milton, In 1887, the company 
began to build a reservoir, A dam 600 feet 
long and 35 feet high was built in a 


thorough manner by Mr. Taylor. This 
reservoir was finished in 1888. Its area is 


47 1-2 acres flowed and has a capacity at 
high water of 175 million gallons of water. 
There is in the valley capacity for other 
reservoirs. These were shown upon a map 
which was hung on the wall.

By the act of 1890, Quincy got the right, 
after purchasing the property of the Water 
Company of the water of Blue Hill river. 
This right was conditional upon the pur- 
chase of the Quincy Water Company. 

Mr. Goulding supposed 

The Market Value 

Was to be determined by its situation to 
other property and its proposed use. This 
is so related to Blue Hill river that it can 
be easily used. He claimed the relation of 
the water shed to thisas an element of 
Value. The Quincy Water Company did 
not have the right to take Blue Hill river 
but the city of Quincy had. This is a 
key to the whole, and therefore enhances 
the value of our supply. With all the 
water available there could be stored 
enough to supply the city should it grow 
to the extent of the most sanguine. 

The distributing system should also be 
considered, At the time of the taking of

The quality of the pipe is good. It is 
not cast iron. It is wrought iron pipe, 
thiner than cast iron, and has great ad- 
vantages over it. It has been laid in some 
parts ten years, and he would show samples 
later on. The company has put into the 
plant about $450,000. This is an enter- 
prise which these gentlemen have pushed 
and established. It consists of a right to 
take water and distribute to the people of 
Quincy. They 

Put Their Money 

Into the scheme with good faith and are 
entitled to be repaid whatever the property 
is fairly worth. Quincy had the exclusive 
right to take this property. The question 
is what would jt bring if put up at auction, 
in view of the future prospects. If on 
April30 the Quincy Water Company had 
put this property up at auction the question 
for you to decide what would it bring. 
The matter of what it cost is only one 
element. The Quincy Water Company 
had reached a point where the future 
would have been profitable. Weshall offer 
testimony showing that April 30, the 
property was not worth less than $1,260,000. 
We shall show the supply of water is a 
valuable one. We claim it bas a large 
value beyond the plant. The water in 
quality is good, although there may be 
things which ought to be done and would 
have been by this company if they had not 
been handicapped, they had no right to take 
property to exterminate these piggeries 
and other places in the valley. In the act 
of the City of Quincy they have that right, 
provided they are not more than one 
thousand feet from the reservoir. As soon 
as the Water Company built its reservoir, 
the city applied for right to take blue 
Hi. river, thus attacking the company. 
T v company has been handicapped by this 
m ace hanging over it. 

At the close of Mr. Goulding’s opening 
add.ess it was decided the next hearing 
should take place Wednesday morning at 
9.30 o'clock, at the same place, and con- 
tinue from day to day. 

It wasa few minutes past ten o'clock 
when Dr. Gordon took the stand and it 
was after one o'clock before his testimony 
was completed. Lawyer Goulding conduct- 
ed the questioning for the Water Company 
and Lawyer Morse did the cross-examining 
for the city. Following is the substance of 
the testimony of Dr. Gordon, the questions 
propounded by the counsel being omitted. 


Dr. Gordon's Testimony, 


Dr. Gordon said he had been president of 
the company a little over- four years, and 
had been a director since its organization. 
In 1882, with Dr. Faxon, Mr. Holden and 
Mr. Porter, the Legislature was applied to 
for a charter to supply Quincy with water. 
Little or no opposition was offered and the 
charter was granted in 1883, There had 
been an epidemic of diphtheria in Quincy 
and in 1879 a committee was appointed to 
investigate the sanitary condition, 

The condition of wells and other sources 
of water supply and their liability to con- 
tamination was examined. The committee 
examined 789 premises and found 4 wells 
within 5 feet of privies ; 67 between 5 and 
and 10 feet; 115 between 10and 153; 177 
between 15 and 20; 270 between 20 and 
30; 185 between 40 and 50, and 117 over 
50 feet. 

The company organized in August, 1883, 
shortly after Mr. Holden drew out and Mr. 
McLellan joined. In June, 1883, a special 
town meeting was held to consider the 
question of hydrant system. The town 
appointed a committee to draw up a con- 
tract for 70 hydrants, At this meeting the 
great need of a water supply was spoken of 
and an offer made to give the charter free 
of expense to the town if they would put 
in the supply. No action was taken and a 
contract was made with Mr. W. C. 
McLellan to build the works. A search 
had been made for this contract but it 
could not be found. The contract was to 
put in a well, filtering gallery, pumping 
station with two Dean pumps and four 
boilers, a stand pipe and 21 miles of pipe. 

Work was begun in September, 1883, 
water being let into the pipes in March, 
the next year, although the pipes were not 
coinpleted until June, 1884. Witness 
personally observed the progress of the 
works. The well is sunk into the ground 
28 feet and bricked up and covered over 
and supplied a large amount of water, The 
boilers are of the most approved pattern. 
The filtering gallery has not been used to 
any great extent. The stand pipe is of 
wrought iron and is 205 or 206 feet above 
the recognized level of Quincy. The whole 
plant was on an extensive scale so as to 
meet the demands of Quincy for many 
years, 

At the time the various kinds of pipe in 
the market were discussed and there were 
many reasons why the calomine was 
selected. In the summer of 1883 circulars 
were sent to every household asking if 
they wished to take water. Less than 30 
wanted it. When the water was turned 
on in March there were 75 applicants. 


In September, 1884, their were 370 appli- 
cations; Sept. 1885, 530; Sept. 1886, 674; 
Sept. 1887, 814; Sept. 1888, 936; Sept. 
1889, 1052; Sept. 1890, 1196; Sept. 1891, 
1405; April 30, 1892, 1445. 

When works were completed there were 
214 miles of pipe and 14 miles have been 
put ip since that time. There were 101 
hydrants at the time the city took posses- 
sion. When we started we bad an abun- 
dant supply of water but the draft of sum- 
mer caused an immense demand and a 
new Well was dug but it was not so good 
as thefirst. In 1886, we petitioned to have 
charter amended so as to take in the 
Town brook in Braintree. Surveys were 


made in regard to all possible sources of 
supply and several places of value were 
found where water could be stored and if 
they did not furnish the supply by cutting 
a tunnel } mile long Blue Hill river could 
be brought into our system. The dam was 
commenced in 1887 and completed in the 
summer of 1888. While dam was building 
a committee from the town inquired of the 
Water Company what it would take for its 
plant, but nothing came of it. In 1889, 
the City Council petitioned the legislature 
for privilege to put in an independent water 
supply but the petition was not acted upon. 
The following year when this petition was 
revived the Company entered its protest. 
| In 1892 the Company petitioned the Legis- 
lature for permission to take land and 
increase its capital stock. Quincy re- 
monstrated and requested a postponement 
until the opportunity was had to see what 
the city would do toward purchasing the 
supply He had examined character of 
water in well and reservoir and found it 
excellent, The brook water was very fair 
the principal objection being its color but 
good drinking. Had found it difficult to 


carry on work of making improvements 
desired as charter gave no privilege to 
take land to preserve its purity. Efforts 
were made to purchase land but it was 
impossible with the limited means of the 
company. 

The reports of the Board of Health bore 
him out in regard to the important results 
of a water supply. In 1889-90 there were 
119 cases of typhoid fever reported, of this 
number 103 used well water, 9 were con- 
nected with public supply andS were un- 
known. From 1885 to 1889 there were 44 
deaths from typhoid fever, of which 42 
occurred in households using well water. 
When the city took the works they were in 
the best of repair as far as he could see. At 
that time plans bad been made to purchase 
lands about water sheds to remove ob- 
jectionable features and to extend water 
mains. Land had been purchased at 
Houghs Neck and on the highest point of 
Wollaston to build stand pipes to give 
pressure. Street plans had also been 
made to extend pipes to Wollaston Park, 
Norfolk Downs, South and West Quincy 
and Quincy Point. The reservoir in a 
straight line wasa mile from nearest salt 
water. 

Cross-Examined. 

Mr. Morse then commenced his cross-ex- 
amination, which brought out the follow- 
ing additional facts : 

Witness did not know who drew charter 
or whether counsel was employed or not. 
No surveys were made before charter was 
obtained, but ground had been looked over. 
He had succeeded Mr. Porter as president. 
The capital stock of $125,000 was paid in 
cash, Contract was made some time in 
August, 1883; work was commenced in 
September. No copy of the original con- 
tract can be found and is not in the ree- 
ords. Did not know who drew the con- 
tract. Had no previous experience in water 
works. None of the originators had out- 
side of Mr. McLellan. Mr. Howland de- 
termined the sizes of the pipes in certain 
streets. Did not know who first suggested 
wrought iron pipes; personally he made 
no investigation of pipes. Knew they were 
not kind usually used. He had talked witha 
man in Prince Edwards Island about them. 
Had seen them laid in no other place. 
Mr. McLellan was to be paid in cash $237,- 
000. Could not state how price was deter- 
mined; price was fixed by contractor. 
Witness paid for his stock in cash. Com- 
pany were to pay contractor by issuing 
stock and the same amount in bonds, Mr. 
McLellan was a subseriver, Did not know 
at that time he was New England agent for 
these pipes. The terms of contract were 


substantially fixed by Mr. McLellan. Re- 
lied upon his fairness and judgment. The 


well was in use when taken by the city ; it 
had always been used. Considered quality 
of water good as in the reservoir. 

Had heard a great deal of complaint 
about color of water at certain times of 
the year. The water from well and 
reservoir is used in common. These com- 
plaints began first year reservoirs was 
used. They grew less and less every 
year. The smallest pipe used for perma- 
nent purposes was 4 inch. There was 
some 2 inebes laid where it was found 
necessary to supply households before large 
mains were putin. The contract was not 
so that contractor should be paid in stock 
and bonds. Mr. McLellan held a majority 
of the stock, He took it with the under- 
standing that he should have contract. 
The increase of capital stock was made to 
build reservoir. The additional capital 
stock was not paid for in cash. He did 
not pay for his. His original shares were 
90 but at the time the city took possession 
he held 200 shares. Twenty shares were 
transferred to him which he held in trust. 
The other 90 shares he received in the dis- 
tribution. Did not pay anything for 
them, The company has paid two divi- 
dends, the first was of 1 per cent in Septem- 
ber, 1891, and the second 1} percent in 
March, 1892. The first issue of bonds was 
at 6 percent. for 5 years with option to 
have them changed to 20 years at 5 per 
cent. He had devoted <®me time to the 
business but received n¢? Salary. 
not determine the real value of pumping 
station April 30. He had seen pipes taken 
up that had been Jaid several years and 
could not discover any change in them. 
Company was willing city should have 
Blue Hill river, but did remonstrate 
against and independent supply. He had 
not given up his practice and what time he 
looked after Water Company was inciden- 
tal with his practice. 

In reply to a question by Judge Bennett 
as to whether he could give auy advantage 
this pipe had over any other, Dr. Gordon 
said: ‘* When this matter came up there 
was being held in London an international 
sanitary convention, and he had read the 
report made by one of the engineers against 
cast iron pipe. The material used in joints 
might develop germs of disease. The in- 
side of these pipes were smoother and the 
nature of the coating indicated to his mind 
that they would not be apt to rust, and 
then they were lighter. The cost was a 
little higher, if anything, than the pipes 
used. They were used almost universally 
in the west and in some places in the east. 
Nothing originally built bad been found 
useless except the filtering gallery. The 
object in increasing the capital stock was 
to increase mains in some parts, and as we 
were a small company this seemed the best 
way. We had been approached several 
times in regard to our price for sale, but as 
they were not official we did not consider 
it good business and so refused. 


Dr. W. L. Faxon 


After recess, Wednesday, Dr. W. L. 
Faxon, clerk and treasurer of the Water 
Company, took the stand. His examina- 
tion continued all the afternoon and was 
concluded Thursday morning. Dr. Faxon 
in all was on the stand about five hours. 
His testimony was as follows: 

“Tn 1882, he with Dr, Gordon, Mr. Por- 
ter and Mr. Holden petitioned the Legisla- 
ture to be incorporated as a water 
company. Mr. Marsh was the only gentle- 
man to remonstrate and he was willing it 
should be granted if a‘two years limitation 
was putin. Henry J. Wells, one of the 
committee of the water, with witness, 
drew up the charter. Not a dollar was ex- 
pended. Had examined the sources of 
supply. The company organized August 
2, 1883, and a subscription book was left at 
the National bank but no one subscribed. 
The first subscriptions to stock were W. C. 
McClellan, 190 shares; Dr. W. L. Faxon, 
30; Dr. J. A. Gordon, 20; and Charles H. 
Porter, 10. These were paid for in cash. 
Consulted with George H. Norman about 
building the works. No surveys were 
made. Mr. Howland looked over the 
ground after which Mr. McClellan made a 
proposition to build the plant. A contract 
in which sizes of pipe and amount in cer- 
tain streets was made and in fact included 
everything wanted. Mr. Ball was con- 
sulted and he went over the water shed. 


The total amount paid Mr. 
McLellan was $241,835.65. The pipe used 
was considered best in the market. We 
got toa point in 1886, where it was neces- 
sary for more money. We could not raise 
any on stock so decided to get it by bonds 
which amendment in charter allowed. 
$125,000 of stock was distributed to stock- 
holders and $125,000 was raised on bonds. 
The total amount of money expended up 
to April 30, was $445,252.32, which in- 
cluded $15,590.32 paid for land. He 
personally looked after building of reser- 
voir. 

The amounts paid for maintanance of 
the plant were first six months, $1,786.60; 
up to Sept., 1885, $5,068.18; Sept., 18386, 
$5,089.92; Sept., 1887, $5,268.41; Sept., 
1888, $5,002.37; Sept., 1889, $4,817.67; 
Sept., 1800, $5,333 35; Sept., 1891, $5,537.- 
77; up to April, 1892, $5,522.10; total $44,- 
326.37. 

At this point papers showing the general 
expenses, etc., were presented to the com- 
missioners.

fraction less than 18 1-2 per cent. The 
quality of the water is as good as the 
average. We had decided to complete the 
system and improve the supply and had 
made inquiries in regard ‘to pipe, etc., 
when city took it. The increase the last 
full year was $25,896.92. 
Cross Examination. 

The floating debt was $90,047.88. There 
were two copies of the contract with Mr. 
McClellan. The company’s had beer: lost. 
He had made inquiries of Mrs. McClellan, 
but theirs could not be found. 

Mr. Morse: By what theory did you 
make oath that the capital stock was paid 
for when $125,000 was distributed that was 
not paid for. 

Mr. Faxon: It was made by a legal 
fiction and he was sure it was all right. 
There was no denial of it and the stockhoid- 
ers said it was all right. 

Mr. Morse: Did you not understand 
by your charterthat money for stock should 
be paid in? 

Mr. Faxon: Yes; we could not get 
money and Quincy wanted water and it had 
to be done. The holders of the bonds un- 
derstood it. 

Mr. Morse: The actual money then 
was the $125,000 originally paid in and the 
$250,000 in bonds? 

Mr. Faxon: Yes. 

Mr. Morse: Although the books show 
that $125,000 was paid in, the fact is, it 
was not? 


Mr. Faxon: This was only a way to keep 
the books as they must be made to balance. 

Mr. Faxon: Continuing, said be Lad 
received $2500 in ten years for his services. 
All payments made by the company are 
under the heads of construction; maintan- 
ance, general expension, taxes and interest. 
In 1889, $250,000 were put on the market 
and from the sale of these $125,000 was 
paid to America Loan & Trust Co., and 
and the other $125,000 was spent for cost 
of reservoir. 

Reference was made to another contract 
with Mr. McClellan, and Mr. Faxon said 
a contract was made with Mr. McClellan 
for $125,000 more than it actually was. It 
was made to have the $125,000 appear on 
the books. He did not know where that 
contract was made, and did not remember 
terms of contract. It was simply for the 
construction of a dam. Although there 
was nothing to show without an explana- 
tion what the extra $125,000 meant, the 
stockholders knew it. 

The original contract was according to 
plans made by A. H. Howland. It was 
not exactly a plan. A map of Norfolk 
County was used and on these the streets 
and sizes of pipes to be used were marked. 
The price was $237,000. Did not know 
where those maps were now. 

Mr. Monse: What was done to see if 
details had been complied with? 

Mr. Faxon: Mr. Whitman measured 
the streets, He had made efforts to find 
original contract but had not been able to 
do so. The contract stipulated how much 
and what sizes were to be used in certain 
streets. Hehad no looked up items in 
the contract to see whether it was a fair 
price or not. Mr. Norman’s offer was for 
10 miles of pipe and to leave all the villages 
out, Ja stand pipe and pump, the com- 
pany to be capitalized at $250,000 and in- 
corporators should have privilege of pur- 
chasing one-fourth of stock at actual cost. 
Noestimate was received from anyone else. 
Three or four years ago a good many papers 
were destroyed which were thought to be cf 
no value. Supposed contract might have 
been among them. Did not think it pe- 
culiar that no light could be thrown on this 
contract. We have the book which Mr. 
Whitman made. He made his measure- 
ments after pipes were laid and covered up. 
He measured on streets and betweeu what 
points were told him, Had no engineer to 
certify that the work was being done ac- 
cording to contract and had no certificate 
from Mr. Howland in regard to work done. 
Mr. Norman’s proposition was made about 
the time of organization. There was no 
reference to it in the records. The treas- 
urer made an annual report to the stock- 
holders which were with the vouchers of 
the company. The Superintendent never 
made any report. The money for dividends 
was earned by compound. Did not believe 
it was paid from borrowed money. The 
total of bonded money was about $75,000. 

The property of the company was turned 
over to the city in June, 1892, part of water 
rates to Sept. 1892 had been collected. 
The interest on bonds came due in August 
and was paid with borrowed money. Out- 
side of Mr. McClellan, the amounts paid by 
stockholders was: Dr. Faxon $15,000, Dr. 
Gordon $10,000, Mr. Porter $1,000. Ac- 
cording to the books, Mr. Porter’s account 
was $5,000 although he did not put in but 
$1,000. No other money was put in. 
The balance came from Mr. McLellan and 
from bonds which were sold at par. Any 
profits derived from service pipes was 
credited to construction. Company only 
charged consumer from street line. Could 
not state how much stood to debit 
of service pipe account and there was no 
way to ascertain from the books what part 
covered this item. The cash book was 
kept by Mr. E. R. Stickney of Springfield. 
When he came to Quincy he took the 
papers on which items had been made and 
opened the books. He was never paid any 
salary. He came out once a» month when 
the bills and checks were given him and 
he put them inthe book, The cash book 
does not show receipts and payments day 
by day. He was sent out by Mr. McLellan. 
All books of account were kept by him. 
Up to February, 1884, all the cash was in 
Mr. McLellans safe. It was paid to him 
in bills. Had receipts for money. There 
was nothing on ledger or cash book to 
show depusits in bank. 

Mr. Morse: How were the payments 
to Mr. McLellan made which show on cash 
book Oct. 20, 1883, $21,500; Dec. 20, 1883, 
$46,000, and Jan. 20, 1884, $46,000? 

Mr. Faxon: He took the money from 
his safe and transferred it. /t was in 
bank bills. 

Mr. Morse: They were not in checks ? 

Mr. Faxon: No, they were in bank 
bill. He had one half peck of them some- 
times. Company had a certificate of work 
performed by Mr. McLellan but did not 
know where they werenow. Did not think 
it important to preserve them. 
lacked for certificates of work. 

Mr. Morse: Did younot think iu acase 
like this it was important to procure these 
papers? Mr. Faxon, No, thought the 
books and what explanation he could make 
would be sufficient. 

Re-Direct. 


Mr. McLellan was not in gvod health 
when dam was built. Knew him to be a 
large contractor. Did not know who Mr. 
Howland was working for now. He made 
tests for the city last fall. During time of 
construction of works he was in charge as 
engineer. The committee that visited 
Company was from the town. There was 
no other money put in except by witness, 
Dr. Gordon and Mr. Porter. ‘The floating 
debt !ess the money borrowed had gone 
into construction The bill rendered to 
consumers for service pipe were item- 
ized. Witness had done all the outside 
business such as borrowing money etc. 
When the reservoir was filled in 1888 there 
was a lot of roots on the bottom these 
caused the colored matter. In 1889 it had 
too much color and in the winter of that 
year the bottom was drawn off. Color and 
taste was not an unusual thing in water 
supplies. ‘To purify the water witness was 
up to time of taking by city endeavoring 
to purchase in his own name, land about 
the water shed which he intended to turn 
over to the Company. 


Cross Examination. 


Had no receipt for what was paid to Mr. 
McLellan. Kad all the other vouches for 
payments made. He had them at his home 
but considered them of no importance and 
his impression was that they had been 
destroyed. Had no copy of circular sent 
out in regard to bond. Think they did 
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the property. He had destroyed some 
papers relating to early organization of 
company. Receipts may have been with 
them, Could not tell the order in which 
pipe was laid and knewof no record that 
had been kept. Did not know from person- 
al examination that the pipes were all of 
the same quality. 

This completed the examination of Dr. 
Faxon and the commission adjourned 
until Monday April 10, at 10 o’clock, when 
they will devote the whole week to hearing 
testimony. 


BRAINTREE. 


Asa T. Pratt of East Braintree died on 
Menday at 7.500’clock A.M. Mr. Pratt wes 
born in Boston nearly seventy-three years 
ago and received his education there, 
having attended the famous Chauncey 
school of that city, graduating with honors 
not a few of his class turning out to be men 
who made their mark in the halls of legis- 
lation and in public affairs. 

Mr. Pratt was a man who possessed a 
large amount of natural ability. He had 
the gift of speech more than most men, 
could make a speech with the greatest ease 
and was always listened to with attention, 

In 1871 Mr. Pratt represented the town 
of Braintree and Holbrook in the State 
Legislature, and also held a responsible po- 
sition in the Custom House, Boston, from 
1857 to 1861. 

He never held any important office in 
Braintree. He was a democrat in politics 
and a Methodist in religion. He has left a 
wife, anda family of sons and daughters 
all grown up and married. Mr. Pratt was 


sick for several weeks. Bright’s disease 
was the cause of death. 

One of Mr. Pratt’s daughters is Mrs, 
Eben W. Sheppard of Quincy.

— One seldom thinks of an insect as any- 
thing but a pest, but there are insects 
worth, if not their weight in gold, some- 
thing near it. One valuable variety is the 
insect from which cochineal is obtained. 
It is grown on a cactus and colonies are 
transferred to each plant. The insects in- 
crease aud cover the entire growth with a 
white, cottony mass. These are scraped 
off and dried and then exported. They 
formerly sold at nine and ten dollars a 
pound, but now bring less. Some idea of 
the extent of this kind of insect cultiva- 
vation may be gained from the fact that the 
Canary Islands alone have exported 6,000,- 
000 pounds in a single year. When the 
smallness of the insect is taken into consid- 
eration it will be evident what proportions 
their cultivation has attained. 


—The pure white lustre of snow is due 
to the fact that all the elementary colors of 
light are blended together in the radiance 
that is thrown off from the surface of the 
various crfstals. More than 1000 distinct 
and perfect forms of snow crystals have been 
enumerated and figured by the various in- 
vestigators in that line. One hundred and 
fifty-one different forms were once observed 
by the English scientist Glashier, who care- 
fully made engravings of each and printed 
them in a paper attached tothe report of 
the British Meteorological Society for the 
year 1855. 

—A piece of petrified wood, weighing 81 
pounds is reported to have been recently 
unearthed near Elkton, O. According to 
geologists who bave examined the nature 
of the petrifacation, its formation is be- 
lieved todate back 3500 years by the most 
conservative calculation,

A Look from my Window. 


Our honse is a two story building. Chi- 
| nese houses are usually of but one story 
| Weare in the midst of several small vil- 
lages compactly built, with a score or more 
houses in each, side by side. They are 
made of brick, and in size from a dozen 
| feet square upwards, with pitch roof 
(tiled. A hole in the top or wall serves for 
chimney. Appointments vary according to 
one’s means. ‘The better houses have a 
central area, with upper rooms and perhaps 
an ancestral hall. The poorest have but 
the radest arrangements, one or two rooms 
serving for all purposes, Looking over 
the wall of ouc compound you see the clus- 
tered huts, from which a smoke rises at 
early dawn, for the oriental is an early 
riser. The first meal—there are but two 
each day—is at nine, buta fire is built at 
sunrise to heat water for the universal bev- 
erage, tea; also for the washing of the 
body, at least the face, arms and hands, 
Cold water is never used for this purpose, 
though men and women stand knee deep 
in a running stream or muddy rice field 
all day. The water for household uses is 
heated on a fung lo, wind furnace. This is 
made of earthern ware, eighteen inches or 
more in diameter, with interstices for air. 
tt is wonderful how much can be done 
with one of them. Not only boiling, but 
baking is accomplished by using a tin cov- 
er with live coals upon it. The clothes of 
the poor people are seldom washed, for 
they are worn out by the process and a new 
garment cannot be afforded) 


We are near enough to sea gomething of 

the industries and other activities of these 
toiling creatures. The past week we could 
see from our outlook a great number of 
them, men, women and girls, gathering 
mati-mah tay, 4 small nut, potato like, 
found in a swamp in which they stood im- 
mersed to the hips in the b'ack slime. Just 
beyond them another company were excaya- 
ting a mud pit, perhaps preparatory to the 
building of a wall ordam. The soil was unct- 
ous, aluminious and almost as dark as peat. 
As the women dug out cakes of it with their 
hands, masses of the sticky stuff clung to 
their fingers, They placed the mud in bas- 
kets, two of which fastened to a bamboo, 
were carried away hung from a_ coolie’s 
shoulders. 
Fingers were made before forks or shov- 
els. Feet were made before anvils or iron 
An itinerant locksmith attracted 
me the other day who sat on the ground 
and held a large padlock by the planted 
surfaces of his feet, while he held chisel 
and hammer in his hands, prying the lock 
open.

Mock Trial. 


The first session of the Supreme Judicial 
Court for the Borough of Wollaston was 
jheld in the Kuights of Honor hall on 
Wednesday evening, Mr. Justice Simmons 
presiding. 

To attend the first session of this court 
it was necessary for the LEDGER represen- 
tativeto obtain this permission from the 
presiding justice: 

Permission is hereby granted the bearer 
to attend the first session of the Supreme 
Judicial Court of the Borough of Wollas- 
ton, during the trial of case No.  1,876,- 
443; People vs. Witliams. Court will be 
opened at 8p. M. Wednesday, March 1, at 
K. of H. Hall, Wollaston. 


As the hands of the venerable time 
piece pointed to the hour of eight the 
court dignataries filed in and Justice Sim- 
mons entered, gowned iv black robes and 
cap, and climbed to the bench with the 
aid ofa step ladder. 

Crier Stevens arose and with the familia 
“* Hear ye, hear ye, all men having busi- 
ness with this court, etc.’’ opened the 
court, 

Clerk Orcutt read the docket: 

Torrey vs. George A. Lord for breach 
of promise. 

Bass vs. Wilde for larceny of Post-office. 

People vs. Tucker for illegal extortion in 
the disposal of pills. 

The People vs. Williams. 

Counsel in all but the last case asked for 
postponement and the case of the People 
vs. Williams, number 1,876,443 was placed 
on trial, 

Walter F. Nichols and W. H. Brasee 
appeared for the government and William 
C. Pierce and E. J. Cammings for the 
defence. 

After endless challenging by the defence 
this jury was impaunelled for its lack of in- 
telligence and ignorauce of law, as the pre- 
siding justice aptly put it: Q. A. Faunce, 
foreman, Samuel A. Merrill, David Brown, 
Jr., Gorham Nickerson, Israel Waterhouse, 
Carol Bates, Joseph H. Lord,Gilbert Whit- 
man, Ichabod W. Faunce, Harold Baker, 
Thomas F, Mitchell, Allen Burchstead and 
Roy Baker. 

After the jury had been sworn to digrace- 
fully discharge their duties, Clerk Orcutt 
read the indictment, and the prisoner was 


produced from a dry goods box by Sheriff 
oucy. 


Lawyer Pierce of the defence immedi- 
atly after the reading of the indictment 
asked that it be quashed.—Mr. Justice 
Simmons ordered the trial to proceed— 

The witnesses for the government were 
Charles W. Tucker, who wore a shooting 
suit; Newell O. Parker, who was the officer 
that arrested the defendant and found in 
his pocket a gallon jug of rum, a gun and 
a pack of cards; George A. Loring, who 
was dressed in a white duck shooting suit; 
Herbert T. Whitman, who wore a jacket 
that was a cross between his wife’s and a 
contniental, and a georgeous yellow tie; 
and William P. Chase, Jr. 

All of the witnesses testified as to the 
bad character of the defendant and to the 
anjelic qualities of the accuser. 

The defence put on the stand to testify 
to the unimpeachable character of the de- 
fendant and as to what a villian the accus- 
ed was, F.W. White,—a Harvard pro- 
fessor; W. J. Battison, George W. Brown 
and Charles R. Sherman. 

Councilman Sherman to show what a 
humane man the defendant was, pleaded 
that he was in the habit of having lunches 
prepared at Young’s Hotel and put out 
here and scattered along the beach so that 
the weary dudes could come ashore and 
regale themselves. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
was so touched by the case that itis un- 
derstood that he composed some verses* 

Lawyer Pierce summed up the case in his 
usual witty vein, and Lawyer Nicholas 
closed with a few terse arguments for con- 
viction, 

Justice Simmons’ charge to the jury was 
one of the brightest pieces of work of the 
whole trial, and his sentence was a fitting 
climax to an unusually interesting evening’s 
entertainment, 

The jury's verdict of ‘guilty, with some 
doubts as so whether tbe prisorer took the 
duck,” was a pat hit at our jury system. 

The sentence was as follows: “You are 
sentenced to 48 years soft labor, and in 
order that you may be more convinced of 
the enormity of your crime and have con- 
stantantly before you the great wrong you 
have done to this worthy man whose wings 
are sprouting and pinfeathers are turning 
into down. You are to be confined within 
the precincts of the village apothecary dur- 
ing the term of years above stated, viz., 75, 
and that you be compelled to take a bottle 
of cherry elixir before breakfast every 
morning; that you be compelled to read a 
poem written by the poet-laureate of Wol- 
laston every noon for dessert, and every 
night you be compelled to drink six glasses 
of his soda and smoke 3 of his 5-cent cigars.

Applications for membership were re- 
ceived from Evart W. Adams, Ernest V. 
Fiuts, E. M. Bumpus and Henry M., Faxon. 
And A. R. Baxter sent in his resignation. 

The executive committee reported favor- 
able on the application of Joseph E. 
Merritt, C. H. Porter, Jr., and Horace E. 
Spear, and they were elected and placed on 
the waiting list. 

The amendment to the constitution, giv- 
ing territories representation, was adopted 
and Messrs. Ford, King, Burke, Bumpus 
and Burke elected to the places thus made.

contemplated improvements, which he 
placed upon the wall and explained at 
length. It proposes to close the way men- 
tioned and enlarge the church yard as far 
as the fountain, making it the angle of a 
triangle. On the front side of the church 
the line would be practically as at present. 
On the Washington street side it would 
run in nearly a straight line to the rear 
of the chapel, and thence on Temple street 
about as at present. 

It was proposed to keep all the walks as 
at present. The whole lot was to be curbed 
without expense to the city, by subserip- 
tion. While the plan included an eight 
foot sidewalk outside of the curbing it was 
intended to omit that for the present. 

To close the driveway would make the 
distance from Washington street to the 
depot perhaps 60 feet longer, and Saville 
street would be used in preference to 
Depot avenue. There was no desire on 
the part of the church to appropriate 
land, but there was very little question but 
the church owned all it was proposed to 
enclose. The existing grass plat near the 
fountain had been cut up, and the costly 
fountain was an eyesore rather than an 
ornament. 

Congressman Pollard asked if there 
would be anything to prevent people from 
crossing the grass, 

Congressman Anderson thought the 
people would have respect for an orna- 
mental spot, and that the curbing would 
be sufficient. Church didn’t claim abso- 
lute deed of property on the north of 
church, but did on the south. Believed 


the church would be willing to place 
grounds in charge of the Park Com- 
missioners, 


Congressman Pinkham believed the 
scheme had been considered a few years 
ago, and asked what the objections were 
theh. 

Mr. Anderson said it had never been 
presented in present shape. Didn’t know 
there was any particular objection, 

Congressman Litchfield asked if there 
had been any estimate of the cost. 

Mr. Anderson dido’t know how much 
the cost would be, but that did not matter 
with those back of the movement who 
were to pay the cost. 

Congressman Bailey hoped the title to 
the land would be determined first. 

Congressman Pinkham thought question 
of ownership should not enter, City did 
not own even the streets. Church would 
relinquish right to Jand if dedicated asa 
park. 

Mr. Anderson said if thesidewalk was to 
be built and assessed upon abutter, ques- 
tion might arise as to who should pay. If 
city accepted as a park it would naturally 
pay the whole cost of sidewalk. 

Congressman Pollard said he supposed 
the people felt anxious about the owner- 
ship, that inthe future the church could 
not cover it with buildings. Were it an 
Orthodox or Methodist church it might 
grow, but there was uo danger of a Uni- 
tarian church growing. Let them enjoy 
things in this world, for they might not in 
the next, 

Congressman Litchfield thought Park 
Commissioners could not assume control 
unless the land was transferred by church 
to the city, and ex-Councilman Gray was 
of the same opinion. 

Mr. Anderson said the church was will- 
ing to take care of the land after the im- 
provements, but was it not asking too 
much. Thought church would not be 
willing to give up title. 

Theophilus King thought there were 
three parties at interest, the church, the 
city and the people who were to pay the 
cost. Ifthe Young Men’s Congress could 
get the church to give a quit claim deed to 
all land outside the present chains, get the 
city to dedicate the grounds to the people, 
and the people to contribute the money, it 
will accomplish a great improvement. 

Mr. Anderson hoped the improvement 
could be made without calling a parish 
meeting of the society. 

The hearing was then closed. 

It was voted that when the committee 
rise, it report in favor of the appointment 
of a committee of five to confer with church, 
city and people, and if possible secure the 
improvement. 

The committee arose and so reported,and 
the speaker appointed Congressmen L. S.

I was in the disastrous skirmish known as 
the Town Creek expedition, under General 
G. M. Dodge. My Company and Co. F of 
our regiment were ordered to support two 
pieces of flying artillery in advance of the 
maincolumn. Only fifteen of our command 
reached the points designated; and in our 


retreat to the main army were rendered 
unfit for duty, and sent to the hospital. 
After three months, I returned to anes ang 
remained with my regiment until May 7, 
1864, and on that day, at the battle of Bain- 
bridge, I with thirty-three others of our 
regiment were taken prisoners of war. We 
arrived at Andersonville on or about the 
fifth day of June, where I remained until 
the last of December, during which time I 
contracted the scurvy to such an extent that 
my left leg was contracted to its uttermost, 
being black from the foot to about half-way 
between the knee and hip; and in this 
horrible condition I left Andersonville for 
Florence, South Carolina, where I remained 
a prisoner until February 26. Our exchangé 
papers were signed at East Ferry, making 
me a prisoner of war nine months and 
twenty days. From that day to this I havc 
suffered from scurvy, causing indigestion 
and constipation to such an extent that from 
December 26 to March 18 I had only eight 
operations of the bowels. Since I was 
mustered out of service, July 9, 1865, I have 
tried the very best physicians, but they 
could give me very little relief. On March 
1,. 1890, the Kickapoo Indians came here 
vit. their remedies.

Kepresentative John K. Graham, who 
has been to Chicago with the Rapid Tran- 
sit committee of the Legislature, returned 
home Saturday night looking well and bap- 
py, his good natured face being wreathed 
in smiles at the thought of the good times 
he had enjoyed, or at least that is what he 
told a representative of the PaTRIoT, was 
the cause of his smiles. 

When asked what he thought the rapid 
transit of the future would be, Mr. Graham 
said: Cars will be elevated on a structure 
and the tracks would run through private 
property owned by the railroad, the city 
receiving so much per car per year for the 
right to cross streets. Mr. Graham spoke 
of what was being done in the western cit- 
ies in the way of rapid transit. 

Mr. Graham's attention was then called 
lo the ordinance about to be passed by the 
City Council regarding the removal of snow 
by the street railway, and asked what he 
thought about it.

Under unfinished business, the motion 
to rescind the order opposing the Squantum 
annexation came up. 

Councilman Anderson wanted to hear 
from some one in favor. Understood 
Senate had killed the bill. 

Councilman Federhen had favored post- 
ponement because at the last meeting rum 
and annexation had become mixed. He 
was in favor of referring the matter to the 
people.

Quincy Literary Society. 


The regular meeting of the Quincy Liter- 
ary society was held in Doble’s hall Satur- 
day evening, under the presidency of Mr. 
D. McKenzie. The business before the 
meeting was an essay on ‘I'he Influence 
of Poetry”’ by Mr. George Bowman. 

The subject of poetry or song and its 
influences, is very pleasing as well as 
interesting. In all ages and in all lands 
this influence has been felt more or less 
according to the intelligence of the people. 
Indeed we think few students of human 
nature will be disposed to deny that poetry 
has exercised a vast influence in forming 
the character, and manners, of the people; 
and even in shaping the destinies, of the 
nations of the earth. In the course of his 
essay Mr. Bowman said: 

* Worthy of distinct mention as a factor 
in the great problem of civilization, is the 
influence of music and poetry. The deeds 
of warriors, the decrees of kings or the 
revolutions of empires, do not so affect 
the moral character, or the social con- 


ditions of the human race, as the poets 


who have bequeathed to us the sublimity 
of nature by their genius and power of 
We cannot shut our eyes to 
the influence of Shakespeare: we have 
only to look around the world and see the 
thousands gathering in theatres to listen to 
his productions. Who has not been melted 
into tenderness by the pathos of ‘* Annie 
Laurie,” or ‘** Bonnie Doon,’ or * Auld 
Lang Syne,” or who has not been thrilled 
by the wild measures of *‘ Scots Wha hae,” 
r ‘* McGregor’s gathering.’’ The French- 


men will rush to glory or the grave inspired 


by the stirring strains of the Marseilles, 


and the Swiss exiled from his mountain 


home, is overpowered by the national airs 
of Helvetia. 

The poet Burns has given us thoughts 
which glow with the truest and deepest 
sentiments of love, friendship, patriotism, 
liberty and manly independence. In the 
pathos of undying love what can be more 
perfect than his poem “To Mary ip 
Heaven,” or what more thrilling or heroic 
than ‘“ Bruce’s address to his army.’ 
Again we have the expression of honest 
poverty and true manhood in **A man’s a 
man for a’ that.” This powerful song 
speaks outa sentiment which is dear to the 
hearts of all classesof the human race. 

Another class of poetry which is heard 
ip many lands, and which bas done much 
for the people, is the productions of the 
sacred poets, and writers of sacred song. 
These from time to time have enriched the 
hymnology of the ages, and contributed to 
swell the volume of public praise in all 
Christian sanctuaries. There could be no 
true gospel power without music and song. 
A people singing the sentiments of God 
and nature are always an influential and 
advancing people, and no less effectual 
than science of philosophy upon the world, 
has been the influence of the magic melody 
of song.” 

The essay was well received. The re- 
marks of the members mostly tended to 
supplement or confirm the views expressed 
by Mr. Bowman. It was generally believed 
that the study of poetry was elevating to a 
large degree, and worthy of the attention 
of all who aspire to intellectual cultivation. 
Owing to the nature of this subject there 
was little room for debate, and consequently 
the combative faculties of our members 
were allowed in a measure to rust, but by 
next Saturday evening I hope to have 
something in the magazine which will call 
forth their suppressed energy, and restore 
their eguilibrity.

After lying on the Senate table for weeks 
the petition of G. F. Burkhardt and others | 


for the annexation of part of Quincy to 
Boston was taken up and admitted under a 
suspension of the rules. As this has al- 
ready been admitted by the House, there 
will now be a hearing, a report and a con- 
test, unless everybody is agreed that the 


| annexation is desirable, and that would be 


very strange. 

The investigation of the entire prison 
system of the State, which will be under- 
taken by a committee of five of the Senate, 
is due to the recent agitation over the lack 
of responsibility which now prevails in the 
entire prison administration. The poor 
discipline at the State prison under the 
management of the late warden, Col. Henry 
B. Lovering, is doubtless the existing cause 
which prompts the inquiry, but the evil is 
far deeper than this one case. The com- 
mitttee is instructed to report to this legis- 
lature, and if the work is thoroughly done, 
it will certainly increase the length of the 
session. Butif it does, the time ought to 
be well spent, for the State is losing much 
money by the present system, and the dis- 
cipline of the State prison is very bad. 

It will not escape the notice of shrewd 
financiers and of honest men that the State 
declare that the new armory loan shall be 
paid, principal and interest, in gold coin or 
its equivalent. This is one consequence of 
the silver legislation. A similar act was 
passed in the bard times of IS71, and was 
much credit to the State. 

A phase of the taxation question which 
has appeared at the State house in former 
years bas turned up again this year, and 
with strong individual backing. It is the 
effort to exempt from taxation in this State 
the foreign stocks which are fully taxed in 
other States. It bas always been the theory 
of this State to double the taxes on this 
kind of property, with the idea that it will 
discourage investments out of the State, 
but tend to keep money at home, There is 
also the idea that the people in this State 
who get the benefit of our laws should help 
pay for them, no matter if their property is 
fully taxed in another State. W. P. Hal-

the ice measured from eighteen to twenty- 
four inches thick opposite office of Putnam 
Nail Co. Horses and sleighs could be 
seen on the ice everywhere from Nepon- 
set to South Boston, Fort Warren, Quincy 
bay, etc. On this day there was a regatta 
of ice boats and twelve entries were made. 
One of the citizens of Neponset, who had 
entered, with a few friends on board his 
ice boat, started from Commercial Point 
and was going ata very rapid rate, when 
another ice boat from South Boston which 
was aiming for Squantum, struck him and 
ships cutting bis boat in twain, leaving the 
captain on one side of the boat, and his 
passengers an the other side. They were 
compelied to walk back to Neponset 
dragging their wreck after them. Drove 
down to Fort Independence this day on 
the ice with C. H. Hardwick and son of 
Quincy, with his horse and sleigh. On the 
28d of February thermometer stood at 56 
degrees with a heavy fog. On the 24th 
and 25th had quitea rain. Oo the 27th 
the ice had disappeared at South Boston 
Point. Cold weather settled in again, and 
the fresh water covering the ice on Nepon- 
set river, afforded some of the finest 
skating that could be had, the ice being 
smooth as glass. On the 4th of March, 
1875, the greatest snow storm of the 
winter; high winds and snow drifted to 
the depth of six feet almost the entire 
length of Walnut street, Neponset. 


March Sth another severe snow storp. 
March 17th the two tugs broke the ice

They are good 
wives, careful mothers and would pro- 
vide hot water bottles or wring out flan- 
nels for a neighbor in distress.

Lemon Pie. Beat one cup of sugar 
and one egg together until light, then add 
a half pint of water, two large soda 
crackers, rolled fine, and the juice and 
yellow rind of one lemon. Line two small 
or one large pie dish, pour in the mixture, 
cover with au upper crust and bake in a 
quick oven thirty minutes. 


Dark Frvuir Cake. Use four eggs, 
one and one half cups of butter, two cups 
of sugar, one cup of molasses, one half 
cup of milk, four cups of flour, a teaspoon- 
ful of sods, four level teaspoonfuls of 
cloves, four of cinnamon, two nutmegs, a 
pound of currants, one and one half 
pounds of raisins stoned and chopped one 
and one half pound of citron. 

Before using the flour, brown it in the 
oven to make the cake dark. Cream the 
butter and sugar with the band, and mix 

he fruit with a part of the flour. Frost 
the top and sides and it will make an excel- 
lent wedding cake, 


When decanters and carafes become so 
discolored inside that shot or fiue coals will 
vot cleanse them, fill the bottle with finely 
chopped potato skins, cork tightly and let 
the bottle stand for three days, when the 
skins willferment. Turn out and rinse. 
[he bottle will be as bright and clean as 
when new. 


Care ef Bulbs, | 

Mary D. Wellcome gives in the Boston 
Commonwealth the following directions for 
the care of bulbs after they have bloomed 
in the window garden : 

After the flower has decayed, cut the 
stalk down. Continue to give water as 
before. You will be surprised at the 
growth of the foliage, which has been re- 
tarded by the development of the bud and 
bloom. Continue this treatment until the 
leaves turn yellow; then withold water. 
After they have decayed, cut them down. 
Let the bulb remain in the pot; or you 
can pack all of your bulbs into a box of 
earth, and a good place to keep itis ona 
shelf in the cellar, A still better method 
is to plant them in some nook of your 
garden, if you have such, where they will 
recuperate and be all the better for their 
outdoor life when you re-pot them in the 
Fall. It will not be necessary in that case 
to put them away in the dark to form roots, 
as they already will have formed them, and 
will come into bloom earlier than when 
potted fresh from the florists. If put away 
in a box or in pots, they should be watered 
occasionally in September and October, so 
that they may become well rooted before 
being brought to the light.

The Boston Fire. 


The fire in the city of Boston Friay of 
last week as we were going to press, of 
which we made mention at that time proved 
to be a serious conflagration, tbree acres of 
ground being burned over and several fine 
business blocks being destroyed, besides a 
part of the United States Hotel and Emer- 
gency Hospital, but what was more dread- 
fulthan the destruction of property was the 
loss of life and the injury to some thirty or 
more persons. 

The fire started in the Ames building on 
Lincoln street, crossed that thoroughfare, 
worked its way south to the rear of the 
United States Hotel, and west to the 
building occupied by Brown, Durell 
& Co,, at the corner of Kingston and Es- 
sex streets, 

Within ten minutes after the fire started 
it had leaped across Lincoln street and the 
brown stone building which now stands on 
the site of the notorious crystal palace was 
on fire. This building was occupied by Bax- 
ter, Stoner & Schenkelberger, a Quincy 
firm, whose loss is about $100,000. 

Between these two buildings at the cor- 
ner of Kingston and Tufts streets stood 
the Emergency Hospital. The .unfortu- 
nate victims of the fire in the Ames build- 
ing had been taken to the hospital for 
treatment, but they had scarcely entered 
its doors when they had tp be removed toa 
place of safety. They were taken to the 
City and the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pitals. 


Boston has never experienced two hours 
of greater excitement than it did from the 
time that fire broke out uutil it was under 
control, 

The loss of four human lives and the 
injuring of two score people is the fearful 
record of the great Lincoln street fire. 

Fire Marshal Whitcomb established a 
point in his investigation why the flames 
spread so quickly and so furiously. 

On the third floor, in the centre of the 
building where the fire origipated and 
opening from an auxiliary hallway were 
two closets, one used by the janitor and 
theother a toilet room. Between these 
two closets was a small space, and on the 
wall about five or six feet from the floor 
in this space was an immense gas meter. 

The fire started in the toilet room, and 
itis probable that before discovery the 
flames had eaten their way to all portions 
of the closet, and had burned up the wall 
to the gas meter. It is thought that there 
was a break in the big pipe and instantly 
an immense stream of gas rushed forth 
which was ignited by the flame and spread 
throughout the floor sweeping everything 
in its path, 

The Quincy fire department which was 
called to the aid of Boston responded in re- 
markably quick time, making the run in 
55 minutes. 

The Milton steamer was passed on the 
road. Steamers from Brockton and Fall 
River passed through the city over the Old 
Colony travelling at the rate of a mile a 
minute. 

The blowing up of the wooden buildings 
between the Ames building and the hotel 
and hospital did much in that direction to 
stay the progress of the flames. 

The real struggle came in keeping 
the six-story building opposite the Brown, 
Durrell & Co. building clear. Here half 
a dozen engines kept at work, and the big 
water tower threw hundreds of gallons of 
water every minute. 

The flames leaped across the street time 
after time and frequently ignited the wood 
work, but the men were on the watch for 
this, and the creeping lines were extin- 
guished before they could gain a good foot- 
hold. 

Quincy Boy's Experience. 

Edwin B. Langley, son of Chief of Police 
Langley, bad a narrow escape in the Bos- 
ton fire. He was employed by Lariat Bros. 
on the third floor of the Partridge building 
when the fire broke out. Being unable to 
reach the street by the usual method of 
exit, he climbed out on a window on toa 
telephone pole, down which he made his 
way in safety tothe ground. He was mi- 
nus both of his coats, his hat and his shoes, 
only having on his feet a pair of old store 
shoes. In this way he made his way home 
by the first train.

If 
the Atlantic and Wollaston pupils are to 
continue to ride, they might just as well 
ride way to the Centre. The Chestnut 
street site is one which should meet with 
favor.

REGULATION 1. Every householder shall 
keep his premises free from all nuisances and 
sources of filth that are injurious to the pub- 
lic health and safety; and any nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness, found on 
private property must be abated upon notice 
from the health officers, and within such 
time as they shall designate.

No grave containing the body 
of a person who died of an infectious disease 
shall be opened without the permission of 
the Board of Health. 


Rea. 17. No child or adult person be- 
longing to a household in which small-pox 
diphtheria, searlet fever, measles, or other 
contagious disease dangerous to the public 
health exists, or whose residence has a com. 
mon entrance with such household, shall be 
allowed to attend any public or private school 
until the expiration of two weeks after the 
death, recovery or removal of such sick per- 
son; and every such child or adult person 
shall be required to present to the teacher of 
the school a certificate from the attending 
physician or a member of the Board of 
Health, stating that he is free from contagion, 
and that the requirements of this regulation 
have been complied with.

In beginning my report I wish to ac- 
knowledge my indebtedness to those who 


will be required. 

Third, The sewage must be collected at 
some convenient central location whence it 
is to be pumped to tide water. 

I have selected as the most suitable place 
for the pumping station, the location pro- 
posed by Mr, Blake, in his report of Dec. 
13, 1889, namely near the easterly end of 
the city farm. 

The Collecting System 
is described briefly as follows: A trunk 
sewer extends from the pumping station 
across the city from and through Canal 
street to Washington street, thence across 
private land to the junction of Bigelow 
street and the private way known as Miller 
avenue, thence through Bigelow street to 
Elm street, High School avenue and Quin- 
cy avenue to the easterly end of Water 
street. Into this trunk sewer will natur- 
ally empty the sewage from Quincy Centre 
as far north as Adams and Greenleaf 
streets and easterly to Summer street, the 
Southerly slope of President’s hill and all 
of South Quincy, the lateral sewers being 
arranged essentially as shown on the ac- 
companying plan.

From the pumping station the discharge 
into the deep water may be through an 
iron force main, laid on hard land along 
the border of and at about the level of the 
marsh ; or by gravity through a brick 
sewer, which would be laid in the street, 
where possible, 

The Point of Discharge 

may be ejther at Gull Point or at Nut 
Island. The two proposed routes for the 
force main are shown on the plan in red, 
Where the route of the proposed brick 
sewer differs from that of the force main, 
itis shown in biue. I believe that either 
point of discharge would prove satisfactory, 
especially if the sewage be discharged only 
on the ebb tide, which I would recommend 
in any case, 

The cost of the system as I have outlined 
it with the lateral sewers as shown by full 
red lines on the plan (about eighteen miles) 
will be about as follows. 
Discharging through force main 

at Gull Point at all stages of the 

tide, 

Discharging at the same place on 
ebb tide, add $12,000 for sewage 
tank, making, 

Cost with brick gravity outfall 
sewer discharging on ebb tide 
only, 

Discharging at Nut Island through 
force main at all stages of the 
tide, 

Discharging on ebb tide only, add 
$16,000 for tank at Nut Island, 
With brick gravity outfall sewer 

discharging at ebb tide only, $342,000 


It will be seen that the proposed gravity 

discharge through 
A Brick Sewer 

Is much more expensive than that through 
force main, but there are advantages 
which it seems to me, will make up a 
large portion if not all the difference in 
cost. Along the line of the proposed 
outfall sewer are seyeral hundred acres of 
land which will soon become available for 
building purposes as Houghs Neck has 
already done. All this land when 
furnished with water supply will need 
sewerage.

The problem for this whole territory is 
at once solved by the brick outfall which 
would be laid at such a level as to drain all 
or nearly all the building land on the pen- 
insula east of the pumping station. While 
if a force main were used the fact that the 
sewage would at all times be pumped 
through it under pressure would render it 
impossible for lateral sewers along the line 
to be empted into it, thus a separate sys- 
tem would be required for this section. 
This of course is quite feasible, but the 
building and maintenance of an inde- 
pendent outfall sewer would involve quite 
an expense, 

Again, if the force main be adopted with 
the method of discharging only on the ebb 
tide, a tank with proper gates must be 
built near the outfall and will require daily 
attendance for the opening and closing of 
the gates, This extra attendance will cost 
the interest on several thousand dollars, 
Again, the 16-inch force main as proposed 
is calculated to discharge sewage only for a 
population of 40,000; to accommodate this 
uumber according to 


Mr, Blake's Estimate 


will require continuous pumping. By a 
brick gravity outfall of the size proposed it 
will be possible to discharge the same 
amount of sewage in two periods of from 
4 to 5 hours each, discharging on ebb tide 
only. By increasing the length of the 
pumping periods the system can easily be 
made to accommodate a population ot 
from 60,000 to 70,000. 

In conclusion I may be allowed to make 
a few comparisons with systems previously 
proposed. 

The recent growth of the northerly sec- 
tions of the city has been so rapid that any 
system to be considered efficient at the 
present time must have a far larger scope 
than the Clark plan which provided only 
for what may be termed the central por- 
tion of the city. 

Mr. Blake mentioned the following as 
tbe three principal items in a project like 
this, i.e.: ‘‘ First, the gathering of the 
sewage and waste waters from the several 
sub-drainage areas of the territory at con- 
venient points in or near the natural valley 
lines, 

“*Second, the conducting of the sewage 
and waste waters thus gathered through 
the natural valley lines to a central point, 
the collection at this central point to be af- 
fected by a natural or gravity flow from the 
remotest parts of the areas drained; and 

“Third, the rapid and regular conduct- 
ing away from this centra! point of the 
sewage and waste waters to an outler 
where no actual or imaginary nuisance will 
result therefrom.” 

These principles I believe to be correct 
and I have adopted them in the system 
herewith proposed. 

Mr. Blake also says that “It is evident 
that many practical and valuable advan- 
tages will be gained by having one central 
collecting point for all the sewage gathered 
from the extensive territory to be provided 
for in this case.’’ And again ‘I see no way 
of relieving the northerly and low portion 
ef Wollaston and Atlantic towards Quincy 
(+utre.”

without going to an unreasonable depth

In his supplementary report Mr. Blake 
proposes either a local gravity plan for 
Atlantic, or by a pumping plant forcing 
the sewage into the Furnace Brook sewer. 
In either case be apparantly does not pro- 
vide in his estimate of cost, for the norther- 
ly section of Wollaston or the greater part 
of Wollaston Park and Nerfolk Downs. 
To provide for these sections alarge amount 
of trunk sewer would be required, which 
should be added to his estimate. 

Tt will be noticed that by the system 
here proposed all the trunk lines are to be 
laid in the first instance, and those sections 
which were either left out of Mr. Blake's 
plan or were to be added at large cost can 
be drained into this system of trunk sewers 
at the cost of the lateral sewers for tbe in- 
dividual streets. From Mr. Blake’s report 
interpret his estimate of cost for the com- 
plete system as follows : 


Cost of pumping station, chimney, 
poumpwell, boilers, engines, and 
outfali sewer complete for con- 


tinuous discharge at Gull Point, $98,600 
Cost of main trunk sewer to- 
gether with Furnace Brook 
sewer, 54,000 
Add cost of Atlantic system with 
pumping plant, 72,300 
Individual sewers for central por- 
tion of the city, 60,000 
System complete, $284,900 


This estimate, I understand from his re- 
port does not include that portion of Wol- 
laston north of Lincoln avenue. In con- 
sidering the cost of the system the main- 
tenance of the pumping plant at Atlantic 
must not be overlooked ; this estimated at 
$3,500 annually is the interest at 4 per 
cent. on $87,500. This added to the esti- 
mate above makes a total of $372,420, 
which would be practically the cost of the 
system to the city. 

The plan now proposed accomplishes 
more than Mr. Blake’s plan does besides 
providing for the immediate drainage of 
Wollaston Park and Norfolk Downs at 
small cost, and anticipating the future 
needs of Montclair and the adjacent pro- 
perty. 

This system can be built with an outlet 
like that proposed by Mr. Blake for about 
$246,000, a direct saving on Mr. Blake's 
estimate of nearly $39,000, besides avoiding 
the annual expenditure of $3,500 for opera- 
ting the Atlantic pumping station. 

There is a like difference if the point of 
discharge is made at Nut Island instead of 
Gull Point. 

The annual cost of operating the pump- 
ing station on the city farm may be taken 
at Mr. Blake's estimate of $6000. 

At the conclusion of the report questions 
were asked and the scheme favorable con- 
sidered by Congressman Rice, Harlow, 
Nowland, Emery, Jenness, Anderson and 
others, It was voted tbat a public hearing 
on the subject be given March 28 at8 Pp. . 

The committee on cities reported that the 
bill as to laying out highways, ought to 
pass with amendments. 

The bill to incoporate the Cape Cod 
Canal Company was indefinitely postponed. 

A bill for the extension of Whitwell 
street was passed by vote of 13 to 11 after 
discussion, 

A bill to abolish Fast day was passed after 
debate by vote of 19 to 10. 

The State bill to suppress insect pests 
was indefinitely postponed. 

Adjourned at 10.10.

Quincy Literary Society. 


The regular meeting of the Quincy 
Literary Society was held in Doble'’s hall 
on Saturday evening, President D. 
McKenzie in the chair. The business 
before the meeting was ‘‘the Magazine,”* 
and on being called upon, the editor 
proceeded to read the first article contributed 
which was entitled “An eight bour day.” 
The writer in vigorus terms advocated this 
reform and dealt at length with some of the 
usual arguments advanced against it by its 
opponents. He said: ‘Those who 
advocate the eight hour day are often met 
at the outset with the objection, that it will 
not lessen production. Very well, if the 
increased vigor of the workman combined 
with more time for culture enables him to 
produce nearly as much in eight hours as 
he did in nine or ten, then it may be neces- 
sary to put a limit to what shall constitute 
aday’s work. One of the main objects of 
this reform is to absord the unemployed, 
and if this can be accomplished we have 
little to fear from intelligent workmen 
producing more in eight hours then they 
did in nine.” 

“The next great argument is that the 
trade cannot afford it, but in Briton last year 
the profits in the textile industries was five 
per cent. all over. Again take the railways, 
A compulsory eight hour day would ensure 
the employment of 180,000 additional men 
in Great Britan alone, so this will give one 
some idea of the number of unemployed 
men this industry alone would absorb the 
world over, and many more industries are 
in the same position.’’ The writer then 
proceeds to show that it is only through 
legislation that we can ever hope to make 
this reform universal, because strike statis- 
tics clearly prove that trades union or 
individual effort is entirely useless in this 
direction. 

Referring to foreign competition,the main 
argument of the opponents of an eight 
hour day, the writer says: ‘* These argu- 
ments are mostly imaginary, or at best 
class arguments which have always been 
plentiful against every reform in the past. 
There has always been as great production, 
if not greater, and still the nations rise to 
greater heights of prosperity and wealth by 
leaps and bounds, What we want is more 
leisure for culture, time to work, time 
to sleep, time to enjoy ourselves, and thus 
live the lives of honest and intelligent men 
and women.” 

In discussing this paper most of the 
members agreed that an eight hour day 
was very desirable, but some difference of 
opinion existed about the advisability of 
having it brought about by legislative en- 
actment. 

The Follies of Fashion. 

The next paper read was of a somewhat 
different nature. One of our bachelor 
members took upon himself the mighty 
task of showing up some of the follies of 
the fair sex in the matter of fashion, 
particularly referring to that threatened 
folly of all follies of fashion, the resurrec- 
tion of the crinoline. But this writer is 
not only acritic of fashions, he is some- 
thing of a poet as well. In opening his 
paper he thus parodies Longfellow's well 
known lines: 


Modern fashions all remind us, 
We can make ourselves a guy, 

And departing leave behind us 
Something to raise laughter by. 


Something that will cause another 
Age of art and Hygenie, 

To say this to one another: 
What a fright they must have been. 


It will be observed, that in these lines 
the writer shows all an amateur poet's dis- 
regard for the rules of grammar, but his 
prose is not open to the same objection, 
and to this we shall turn. He says, 
‘* Among the many absurd follies to which 
bumanity is addicted, that one known as 
“Following the Fashion”’ stands first in 
absurdity and evil consequences. It is at 
some critical period like the present when 
the fickle Goddess ** Fashion”’ turning the 
face of time backward, seeks fo force upon 
us the absurdities of our epeodmother, 
that our laughter about these 'things turns 
to tears, and we exclaim in the bitterness 
of horror ** All is vanity.”’ What is fol- 
lowing the fashion? It is the blind un- 
reasoning obedience of besotted fools to 
the dictates of the genius of ugliness. 
What originates a fashion? Alack, and 
Alas ! candor compels us to admit, that in 
the majority of cases fashions are origi- 
nated to conceal some deformity of a social 
superior. . 

The general opinion of the members 
upon this subject was that the ladies ought 
to be allowed to please themselves. If 
they deemed it advisable to wear crinolines 
either for comfort or beanty, it was not the 
business of the male fraternity to deny 
them. Upon the whole the members 
showed a decided dread of saying anything 
which might be construed into a reflection 
upon the tastes or wishes of the female 
sex in the matter of fashions. One thing 
J may mention, however, is that most of 
those who spoke were married men, and 
fear of a ‘‘A curtain lecture’’ may have 
had something to do with their unusual 
timidity. It was, however, mildly hoped 
that if the crinoline did become fashionable, 
tbat its dimentions might be kept within 
reasonable bounds, so as to avoid the 
expense of widening the doors of the 
houses and stores,

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Fires Last Week. For the Patriot. 


From the State House.

A Defective Chimney. 

The alarm at 1.88 Friday afternoon from 
Box 88 was for a slight fire at the residence 
of Napoleon Reed, in the rear of No. 7 
Liberty Square. It caught around the 
cLimney in the second story, but the fire 
department made short work of it. Mrs. 
Reed and a sleeping baby were in the house 
at the time. The loss was principally to 


clothing. 
The Boston Call. 


The first reporter at the scene of the fire 
was a member of the Patriot staff. He 
arrived at 4.30 and at 435 had a despatch 
over the wires giving a brief account of the 
conflagration, which was immediately bul- 
letined and also printed in last week’s Pat- 
RIOT. 

As the paper containing the news was 
iesued at 5.05, the publishers claim it was 
the first newspaper pot excepting the Bos- 
ton dailies to give any news of the fire. 

There was something terrible and uncan- 
ny in the lightning like rapidity with 
which the seemingly solid structures were 
licked up. It made men realize what puny 
things they were when the fire fiend was 
let loose. It was the same way with the 
Hetch Brothers’ conflagration. The fire 
burst out over the entire building from cel- 
lar to roof like a flash of lightning. It is 
unexplainable and awful. Fora few min- 
utes the firemen were almost paralyzed by 
the spectacle. 

Within ten minutes after the fire started 
it had leaped across Lincoln street and the 
brown stone building which now stands on 
the site of the notorious crystal] palace was 
on fire. This building is occupied by Bax- 
ter, Stoner & Schenkelberger, a Quincy 
firm, whose loss is about $100,000. Mr. 
Baxter informs the PATRIoT that the firm 
is fully insured. He was in the building at 
the time. 

The Parsior informed Chief Ripley of 
the conflagration in Boston at 4.45 but it 
was not until 5.40that he was called upon 
for aid. Steamer 1 with three horses and 
Hose 1 with two and the permanent men 
attached thereto with some of the call men 
responded, making the run io 55 minutes, 
remarkably quick considering the travel- 
ling. The Milton steamer was passed on 
the road. Steamers from Brockton and 
Fall River passed through the city over 
the Old Colony travelling at the rate of a 
mile a minute. 


Hale, Rev. Philip S. Moxon, Henry H.

The notion that the government is for 
the support of the people, and not that it 
is for the people to support the govern- 
ment, comes out occasionally in the de- 
bates in the legislature. Ab instance of it 
appeared in the debate upon the appropria- 
tion of $100,000 for the extermination of 
the gypsy moth. Mr. Golding of Boston, 
moved to add as a condition of the appro- 
priation that no persons should be em- 
ployed in the work who were not residents 
of Massachusetts. But the hard-headed 
members of the Committee on Agriculture 
were not to be caught by any such chaff as 
that. They knew that the best scientific 
experts might live out of the state. They 
knew that the agricultural college students, 
many of whom are not necessarily resi- 
dents of Massachusetts, have been em- 
ployed in this work with signal success be- 
cause of their scientific training. The 
amendment was defeated by a large vote, 
and so was another to reduce the appre- 
priation from $100,000 to $75,000. 

Without a syllable of discussion the 
House bas passed the bill to make 10 hours 
ina consecutive 11 a day’s work for rail- 
road employes, 

The debate in the House which resulted 


in the defeat of the bill for eight hours for 
aday’s work for state, county, city and 


town employes was characterized by a lack 


of definiteness on each side as far as relates 
to a broad treatmen! of the whole question. 


Mr. Rockwell of Fi chburg, made a good 


showing of the bad « ffcct of such a law as 


regards the deportment of city laborers, 


but in the main the arguments were mere- 


ly general impressions and labor prejudices 


The Quincy Steamer was located at the 
corner of Beach and Oxford streets and 
two lines of hose were run to the Emergency 
Hospital, then in the hottest of the fire.

High School Notes. 


Greatly to the advantage of the class in 
geology, an excellent working collection of 


minerals has been added to the High school. 
The usual scale of hardness including talc, 
gypsum, calcite, fluorite, apatite, ortho- 
clare, quartz, topaz or beryle, and corun- 
dum is well illustrated. To make the scale 
complete, number 10, the diamond, is 
wanted. 

The principal crystalline forms, includ- 
ing the isometric, tetragonal, orthorhom- 
bic, monoclinic, triclinic and hexagonal 
system are represented, 

The scale of lustre is made plain by ap- 
propriate specimens. In addition to the 
scales of hardness, crystalline form and lus- 
tre, a very good general collection has been 
procured. 

Recent additions to the general cabinet 
at the High school are Chinese tooth- 
brushes presented by Miss Kolb, °93, a 
specimen of opium presented by Miss Din- 
nie, ‘95, a complete set of sugar samples 
given by a friend of the school, and a leaf 
of natural tobacco presented by a friend. 

The number of visitors at the High 
school is on the increase. 

Mr. James F. Harlow, member of the 
School Committee, called last week. 

It is probable that the teachers will soon 
take a day to visit other schools. 

The class in bookkeeping has frequent 
practice in something like actual business.

—The Weymouth Gazette says, “ It is 
almost time to sing ‘Gentle Spring’? and 
as soon as the winter’s covering of snow 
has disappeared we shall look for active 
work by the Quincy & Boston Electric 
Railroad company in laying its tracks 
through North Weymouth to East Wey- 
mouth. We hope alsu that the same com- 
pany will petition for further franchises so 
as to connect the Landing with East and 
North Weymouth this summer. Then we 
shall expect them to work southward to 
South Weymouth and through Braintree, 
the east part of it anyway, to Quincy.” 


—tThe Stockton (Cal.) courthouse is said 
to be the only one in the United States 
that is lighted and warmed by natural gas 
from its own gas well, and also supplied 
with artesian water.

A Great City. 


In sixty years Boston has grown from a 
little city of 65,000 people to a great city of 
500,000 people, and from a valuation of 
$50,000,000 to a valuation of over $1,000,- 
000,000. Even Boston proper was sparsely 
settled then, with gardens and cow pas- 
tures on Summer, Federal and Milk streets, 
and the Common was a common pasturage 
for the cows, whose owners had no grass 
plots for their support. 

** Now,”’ says Thomas W. Bicknell, ‘the 
city is congested. Its narrow sidewalks 
are crowded with people more than any 
other American city. Tremont street, and 
many Others are more crowded than Broad- 
way, New York, or the strand in London. 
The great problem is before the people for 
solution, ‘ How shall the business men and 
women get to and from their business and 
their homes, and how shall their custom- 
ers reach the stores, and places of traffic 
with the most convenience, at the least ex- 
pense and with the least friction ?’”’ 

Our legislators at City Hall, and at the 
State House are struggling with the ques- 
tion and a legislative committee, after ex- 
hausting all the sources of knowledge at 
home, has travelled to Chicago, and visited 
all the important cities between the Windy 
City and the Hub, to find some method not 
known to our people. At last they have 
come home to discover that each city must 
solve the problem for itself, and that the 
conditions of the case vary in every mupi- 
cipality in the world. Boston with its 
suburbs, must be studied up, and the 
prairie cities of the West have no lessons 
for us to learn. 


The California Orange Crop. 

The orange market of southern Cali- 
fornia is in a peculiar condition. The 
largest crop on record is on the trees 
awaiting shipment, amounting probably 
to 6,500 carloads, against 2,800 last year 
and 4,600 for the previous season. Only 
a few hundred carloads have been shipped 
so far. 

It has been reported that there is a 
combine among southern California 
orange growers to hold their crop for $3 
abox. This is only true to alimited ex- 
tent. There is no general combination 
among growers. Local unions have been 
formed in several localities to maintain 
prices and facilitate shipments, but these 
only represent a portion of the crop and 
do not work in unison. The most im- 
portant of these unions is that of River- 
side, which represents seven-eighths of 
the crop of that place, or about 1,700 
boxes. The rest of the crop controlled by 
local organizations will probably bring 
up the aggregate so held to about 2,500 
boxes, or less than half the total crop. 

Buyers are holding off, being unwill- 
ing to consign while the eastern pur- 
chasers are not inclined to risk buying. 
The weather in the east has been very 
cold, and there is stilla large quantity 
of good Florida fruit to be shipped; 
hence there is at present a sort of dead- 
lock. Local firms are offering for choic- 
est Riverside navels $3 per box at the 
shipping point and lower, according to 
quality, and for ordinary San Gabriel 
valley navels $1.75 is about the best 
price obtainable, which does not satisfy 
the growers.—Cor. San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 


Admission Tickets For the World's Fair. 
For a week the bank note factories at 
Dalton, Mass., have been making pecu- 
liarly distinctive paper that is to be used 
for tickets of admission to the World's 
fair. The first order, which was for 
5,000,000 tickets, has been shipped to New 
York so that the American Bank Note 
company may haye time for the elabo- 
rate engraving on the ticket. Itis ex- 
pected that many will be sold as sou- 
venirs. To guard against counterfeits it 
has been decided that between the sheets 
of paper of which the card is composed 
there shall be scattered planchets of tis- 
sue paper. These planchets are of differ- 
ent sizes, the largest as big as a pin head. 
They are of three colors, blue, pink and 
salmon, the shades being plainly dis- 
cernible through the thin paper on both 
sides. The planchets are not scattered 
all over the card, but simply in a row less 
than an inch wide across from top to 
bottom. The tissue cutin these little 
disks is expensive, and considerable will 
be saved by using them only in the cer- 
ter of the ticket. The chief reason for 
placing them in this way is the increased 
difficulty in counterfeiting. 
The size of the tickets will be 24 by 44 
inches. 


Mr. W. W. Astor In England. 

What can have induced Mr. W. W 
Astor to buy the Liberal Pall Mall Ga- 
zette in order to convert it into a 
Unionist organ? This seems to me to be 
as strange as it would be for the Duke 
of Westminster or some such English 
magnate te buy up an antiadministra- 
tion newspaper at Washington in order 
to change it into an administration or- 
gan. What would the Americans say if 
this were done? Would there not be 
somewhat of an outcry and would it 
not be suggested to the duke that, if he 
wished to engage in politics, it might be 
well if he were to confine himself to 
those of his own country? If Mr. W. 
W. Astor intended to naturalize himself 
as an Englishman, I could understand 
the purchase. This, however, is improb- 
able, for his property mainly consists of 
land and houses in New York, where no 
alien can hold real estate. — London 
Truth. 


A Substitute For Sleighing. 

Isaw a good suggestion last week for 
the impecunious young man who wants 
to give his best beloved a sleigh ride 
without the necessity of braving the 
livery stable keeper for credit. A mes- 
senger boy mounted on his bicycle was 
making very fair time towing a hand 
sled on which his best girl perched in 
perfect comfort and evident satisfaction. 
The arrangement lacks some of the ad- 
vantages of the single cutter and the 2:30 
road horse, but it is so cheap and handy 
that it deserves consideration. Pictures 
of this device in the advertising pages of 
newspapers would do a good deal to 
boom the sale of the bicycle in the win- 
ter months, when business naturally be- 
comes a little slack.—Kate Field's Wash- 
ington.

MAPLE SuGar. This cold weather 
means a large supply of maple sugar after 
the frost is over and gone. Farmers who 
have sugar maples know that there is a 
larger flow of sap after a winter of con- 
tinuous cold than after one of thawing and 
freezing. It is seldon that New England 
has a season like this, for there has been 
no decided thaw since cold weather began. 
The maple sap seems sweeter, too, after a 
real winter. So our farmers who make 
maple sugar are calculating on a prosper- 
ous spring. Last year’s bounty to sugar- 
makers brought such gratifying results 
that many will probably apply for licenses 
this year who refused to avail themselves of 
them last year.

Here 
was the first step. Consequently I came 
soon to cease the recommending it merely 
to hasten the recovery of strength. 

As atonic I found it of no value. While 
the patients took it, for the first few days 
or nights, generally not more than a week, 
the annesthetic effect diminished their 
feeling of weakness; but there lies the 
great delusion. One of the curiosities in it 
is the delusion it has upon the world. The

Tea and Teapots. 


Tea should never be allowed to stand 
upon the “‘grounds."’ If it must unavoid- 
ably be made some time before it is to be 
used, the liquid should be poured from the 
leaves. It may then be kept ready for 
a delayed member of the family for a 
long time without serious deterioration, or 
at least without the addition of any harm- 
ful qualities. To aid in this desideratum, 
a special teapot has been introduced. It is 
made of brown earthenware or of porce- 
lain.

Verdict Set Aside. 


The full bench of the supreme court has 
set aside the verdicts in the actions brought 
by the First Congregational church of 
Rockland against the following named in- 
surance companies: Mutual Fire, Spring- 
field Fire and Marine, Sun Fire, Quincy 
Mutual Fire, Fitchburg Mutual Fire and 
the North British and Mercantile. 

The church was destroyed July 16, 1890. 
There were policies of insurance aggregat- 
ing $14,000, but the companies refused to 
pay. There contention was that the 
church took fire from naphtha that was 
used to clean off old paint, and they should 
not be held responsible. In the superior 
court the jury brought in verdicts for the 
plaintiff for the amount of the policies, 
An appeal was thereupon taken to the 
supreme court, where the verdicts of the 
superior court were set aside. 

The Quincy Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, of this city, seldom aliows a case to 
go into court, and of the fifteen or twenty 
that have been taken during the score or 
more years that President Howland has 
looked after the company’s welfare, not a 
case has been decided against the company. 
It is a little remarkable, as jurors usually 
give verdicts against companies and rich 
corporations; but the policy of the presi- 
dent of the Quincy Mutual has been to set- 
tle all demands where there is any doubt of 
the rights of the company in the case.

Fires in Quincy, 


The alarm from Box 56, Wollaston, at 
10.20 Saturday night was pulled in by 
Officer Hanson for a fire in the tiardner 
building. 

The fire had gained considerable headway 
before the first piece of apparatus—Hose 2 
—arrived. It started in an eaves closet 
from hot ashes which the occupants of 
those apartments had been in the habit of 
depositing there. 

Hose 2 was quickly on the scene of the 
fire but before it had a line of hose laid the 
fire had gained such a start that it looked 
as if the whole row ef buildings, including 
the hotel, was doomed. Foreman Thomas, 
quickly grasping the situation, had a line 
of hose run up the front stairs to the top 
of the building and hardly had the first 
water on when the Steamer drove up to the 
hydrant, and Driver Collins of Hose 1 
whipped around behind the hotel, down the 
steep banking, run out three hundred feet 
of hose and in less time than it takes to 
write this the Steamer had a powerful 
stream playing and what threatened to be 
a confiragration was under control. 

Never has the Quincy department showed 
off to greater advantage in a more disad- 
vantageous location than at this fire. It 
was a splendid piece of work and the great 
crowd that witnessed it could hardly find 
words strong enough to express their 
appreciation. 

The building was owned by George A. 
Gardner, of Somerville, and was damaged 
to the extent of about $1,000 ; insured for 
$5,000. 

The first floor was occupied by A. L. 
Baker, dealer in boots and shoes, whose 
loss will be principally a water one, amount- 
ing to several hundred dollars insured. ; 
The other store was occupied by Charles 
H. Backus, dealer in groceries and provi- 
visions. His loss is wholly by water and 
will amount to upwards of $1,500 ; insured. 

The two upper floors were occupied by 
A. E. Berry, Albertina Mar, Alexander 
Smith, Ezekiel Starret and J. P. Stoddard. 
Their damage will amount to about $1,000; 
uninsured,

The steamer’s supply of coal gave out 
after she had been atthe fire but a short 
time and wvod had to be substituted. 

It was thoughtful and humane in the of- 
ficers to send the crews of the different ap- 
paratus from the central station home on 
the 11.30 train, thus saving the horses. 

Allof the furniture that could be got 
out of the building was moved across the | 
street to the depot where it was guarded by 


the police. 
The Atlantic Fire. 


The firemen had been home but a very 
short time when Box 62 was rung in at4 30. 
Notwithstanding the fact that they had 
already done a good night’s work, they 
quickly responded and upon arriving at At- 
lantic found a small building off Newbury 
street so far gone that it was impossible to 
save it, and it burned flat. 

The building was owned by Jeremiah W. 
Donovan and in it was stored a lot of 
druggists fixtures, also owned by Mr. Don- 
ovan. Just what the loss is could not be 
ascertained, but it is estimated somewhere 
about $300, which is fully covered by insur- 
ance. From all appearances the fire seems 
to have been the work of na incendiary. 


The Lincoln Street Fire. 


The losses which many of the insurance 
companies have met at the terrible fires in 
Boston, recently, have been quite severe; 
but the Quincy Mutual has been very 
fortunate. Its loss was only $100 on’ the 
United States Hotel, at the large fire on 
Lincoln street. On the other buildings 
and stock the Quincy company had no 
insurance; it being considered too risky. 

The Quincy company was urged to take 
some policies in the buildings burned, only 
afew months before the recent fire, but 
declined believing it to be risky property 
for insurance companies.
